U.S. Church Rolls Still Growing 


Church membership continued to climb 
last year according to the newest study 
of church membership recently released 
in the 1960 Yearbook of American 
Churches. Last year saw a total of 5,368,- 
063 new names added to church rolls, an 
annual rise of 5 per cent compared to the 
population increase of 1.7 per cent. Total 
church membership now stands at 109,- 
557,741 or 63 per cent of the nation’s 
173,374,000 population. 

The 1958 membership breakdown in-

cludes 61,504,669 Protestants (35.5 per 
cent of U.S. population); 39,509,508 
Roman Catholics (22.8 per cent); 5,500,- 
000 Jews and 2,545,318 Eastern Orthodox. 
Figures were compiled by the National 
Council of Churches from reports of 251 
bodies in 49 states. 

Sunday school enrollment showed a 
gain of 837,541 or 2.1 per cent over 1957. 
A total ‘of 41,197,313 members were re- 
ported as enrolled in 274,770 schools with 
3,335,782 teachers. 


Church Leader Calls for Discerning Orthodoxy 


By contrast with this broad picture the 
75-year-old Evangelical Free Church of 
America was urged to take a more quali- 
tative view of the Christian community 
in general and its own group in par- 
ticular. Speaking at the denomination’s 
Diamond Jubilee Year conference in 
Denver, Colo., Dr. Arnold T. Olson, pres- 
ident, urged that the church beware of 
an orthodoxy which is dead, deceitful 
and divisive. 

Warning his hearers not to assume too 
much as a result of the recent swing 
towards orthodoxy, Dr. Olson said, “We 
need to be careful that [those who have 
returned] have as their primary interest 
the conversion of sinners.” 


Conventions 

Over 2400 decisions were recorded during 
Youth for Christ’s 11th World Congress 
at Mexico City in August, Dr. Ted W. 
Engstrom, Youth for Christ International 
President, reported. More than 2000 dele- 
gates representing 20 nations participated 
in 672 different meetings during the week, 
including 84 evangelistic meetings in 
Mexico City churches each evening. Eng- 
strom stated that at least 136,000 people 
attended the various congress sessions 
and rallies. Following the congress 69 
teams spread out across Mexico to con- 
duct youth crusades in hundreds of local 
churches.

He said that 
tremendous obstacles stand in the way 
of television for the Union, the principal 
one being the question of delinquency. 
Many of the programs available would 
have an unfavorable influence on the 
younger viewers. The chairman of the 
Afrikaanse Kulturraed has stated that 
his council “believes that the longer this 
monstrosity is kept out of our fatherland, 
the better . Although television could 
benefit commerce and industry, it can 
place the spiritual needs of the nation 
in danger.” 


EDUCATION 


Home study: Local churches all over the 
nation are now able to offer a free home 
Bible study course in their visitation out- 
reach. In a new community evangelism 
program recently announced by Moody 
Bible Institute’s correspondence school, 
its basic salvation course, entitled “The 
Good News,” is being made available. 
The course is a brief, but thorough, 11- 
lesson study of salvation. Church workers 
may invite friends and neighbors to 
enroll, after which the prospective stu- 
dent mails his card to the local church, 
which in turn sends it with one dollar 
enrollment fee to Moody correspondence 
school. The student mails his exams di- 
rectly to the school. When the course is 
completed, a certificate is sent to the 
sponsoring church so that the pastor or 
church visitor may personally present it 
to the student and follow with encour- 
agement and spiritual counseling.

Hindered study: In Hamburg, Germany, 
it was reported recently that participa- 
tion in youth dedication ceremonies in 
East Germany has been made mandatory 
for admission to high school. According 
to an article in Die Welt, a youth in 
Chemnitz whose school record is “well 
above average” is being denied permis- 
sion to enroll in high school because he 
has refused to take part in the commu- 
nist youth ceremony. The communist 
organization in the company where the 
boy’s father is employed was notified that 
“in spite of repeated discussions, the 
plaintiff refused to send his son to the 
youth dedication. The reason he gives is 
that he has raised his son as a Christian 
and cannot suddenly change the course 
of his life.”

Senator Carl Mundt of South Dakota has 
introduced legislation to give clergymen

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another two years to elect social security 
coverage if they wish to do so. The dead- 
line for ministers who were ordained 
prior to 1954 was April 15, 1959, but Sena- 
tor Mundt said the date was not well 
enough publicized, the result being that 
many ministers who would like to go on 
the social security rolls have not been 
aware that they could. 


A permit to build and operate a 5-kilo- 
watt radio station at Nome, Alaska, was 
eranted the Evangelical Covenant Church 
of America by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. It will be the only 
radio station within a radius of 500 miles, 
the nearest stations being at Fairbanks 
and Anchorage. Besides Christian pro- 
grams, the Arctic station will “render 
services to the community.” It is hoped 
the station can be on the air before 
Christmas. 


Dr. Haldor Lillenas, of Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia, well-known gospel song writer, 
died suddenly of a heart attack, August 
18, 1959, at his vacation cottage at Aspen, 
Colo. The memorial service was held at 
the First Church of the Nazarene in Kan- 
sas City, Mo., Saturday, August 22, 1959. 
During his long and efficient career as 
evangelist, pastor and music editor, Dr. 
Lillenas wrote over 3,000 gospel songs. His 
better known titles are: “Wonderful 
Peace,” “Living Forever,” “Jesus Will 
Walk With Me,” “Wonderful Grace of 
Jesus,” “Holiness For Evermore,” “Where 
They Need No Sun,” and “My Wonderful 
Lord.” 


Calling on Americans to “give thanks 
for the bounty of Providence which has 
made possible the growth and promise of 
our land,” President Eisenhower has 
proclaimed October 7 as a National Day 
of Prayer. This is the eighth annual 
prayer day proclamation by the Presi- 
dent since it was authorized by congres- 
sional resolution in 1952. 


Rev. Paul E. Freed, president of the 
Voice of Tangier, has announced from 
Tangier that negotiations for continued 
broadcasting of the Voice of Tangier are 
progressing very favorably. “It looks from 
here in Tangier that the recent Moroc- 
can edict which threatened to discon- 
tinue all commercial broadcasting will 
not adversely affect the broadcasting of 
our radio station to countries in Eastern 
and Western Europe and behind the Iron 
Curtain. At the present time we are 
broadcasting uninterruptedly in twenty- 
six languages.”

And Some Were Saved 


By Russ Reed 


DREAMED that as I was walking along 
| a sandy beach, I saw a crowd standing 

at one point on the shore. As I came 
closer it seemed to me that they were 
all looking out toward the sea. I followed 
their gaze and saw that they were watch- 
ing another crowd of people as they were 
drowning. I didn’t know what to do. 

‘‘Do something!’ I pleaded. ‘Don’t just 
stand there!’ But no one moved. I jumped 
into the water myself, and even though 
I couldn’t save many, I was able to save 
some,” 

In more than twenty-five years David 
Bronstein, minister of Chicago’s First 
Hebrew Christian Church, has himself 
never felt free to share this dream with 
anyone but his wife. Yet the dream, now 
revealed by Mrs. Bronstein, seems to 
picture in a striking way his life-long 
ministry and the growth of the church he 
has pastored. 

The dream came not long after his 
conversion from Orthodox Jewry. Along 
with a degree of success in witnessing to 
Jewish people, it helped to start the 
twenty-three-year-old Russian furrier to 
thinking about going to Bible school. 

The decision was a_ difficult one. 
Already he had a family and not enough 
money to care for them. His friends and 
family had been alienated by his be- 
coming a Goy and he could expect no 
help from them. But he was convinced 
that God was leading and he could only 
follow. 

In 1914 David Bronstein entered Bible 
Institute. Three years later he went on 
to seminary. Graduation came and it 
seemed that God was pointing toward 
4 largely unexplored area, the formation 
if a Hebrew Christian church. Jews were 
veing won to Christ, but somehow they 
were not finding themselves at home in 
the local churches. Hebrew Christians 
themselves were reluctant to link them-

seemed to be the answer. 

The church was organized and the 
congregation held its first meeting 


twenty-five years ago this month. There | 
was opposition of course.

Some who had made professions drifted. | 
Others were cut off by their families, | 


neighbors broke windows. On 


even buried in effigy to symbolize the 
fact that their relatives considered them 
as dead and gone. But by and large, 
members of the congregation stood their 
ground. Not once did the little company 
miss a service. 

It is strange and inspiring to worship 
with these people. The pastoral prayer 
and sermon are both liberally laced with 
Hebrew words and phrases. The bene- 
diction is first pronounced in the lan- 
guage Aaron used and then in English. 

The church has never been large 
(presently there are about 50 families), 
for unlike other churches there are no 
transfers or reaffirmations of faith. 
Growth comes only as here and there 
other Jews are brought to Christ. 

Persons from every walk of life have 
been gathered in. Attend and you will 
meet a dentist, a highway engineer, an 
ice cream salesman, a former Hebrew 
teacher. Only in one respect are they 
outwardly different than others of God’s 
chosen people—the look of the wanderer 
is missing, it has been replaced by the 
look of one who has discovered. Such a 


look in the eyes of a Jew is not often | 


seen. When it is, it cannot be forgotten. | 
This month as the First Hebrew Chris- | 
tion Church of Chicago celebrates its 
twenty-fifth anniversary, David Bron- | 
stein expects to retire to put on paper | 
the principles and methods he has felt | 
led to use in opening the doors of Jewish 
hearts. |

Redeeming 


the Time 


_— years ago, while I was studying the 
Book of Ephesians, my attention was 
attracted to the expression “redeeming 
the time.” It was quite evident to me that 
this was not the habit of my life. Too 
many important things were being left 
undone, because my time was not always 
used wisely. 

The burden of this condition sent me 
to my knees, praying that the blessed 
Lord would reveal a remedy for that de- 
ficiency. At that time I was the sales 
manager for a large corporation, pastor 
of a small church, raising a family of 
eight children, ministering on the radio 
six mornings a week and writing articles 
and books. It seemed to me that no one 
in the city could be busier than I, and 
that no one could be more fully occupied. 

While I was on my knees praying, the 
Lord suggested that too much time was 
being wasted. He indicated that if I used 
my time more wisely, profitably and 
carefully, much better results would fol- 
low each day. 

The suggestion, however, bothered me. 


'I ceased praying, rose and went to the 


desk where I took three sheets of letter 


| paper to make charts for the next three 


days. These sheets were ruled vertically 
for the hours of the day from 6:30 in the 
morning until 11:30 at night. They were 
ruled horizontally into fifteen minute 
periods. Each sheet was a full time rec- 
ord for each of the three days. 

When I arose the next morning, I took 
one of these charts and carried it in my 
hand all day so I could not forget it. At 
the end of each fifteen-minute period I 
entered the things done. 

In order to evaluate these periods of 
time, I decided upon three rules. First, 
did this activity bring glory to God? Sec- 
ond, did this period bring blessing to 
others? Third, did this time produce a 
blessing in my own heart, and was it 
profitable to me? 
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With this method of evaluation in 
mind, at the end of the third day I ex- 
amined each of the fifteen-minute pe- 
riods. The periods that failed to pass the 
test were crossed off. As I crossed them 
off. I meditated on how that period of 
time could have been used to better ad- 
vantage. The time riding to and from 
work could be spent reading my Bible or 
profitable literature or working out prob- 
lems in connection with the church, the 
business or the home or in prayer. The 
character of my reading matter could be 
very interesting and profitable and re- 
place time wasted on material that had 
no value. (I feel that, since we are careful 
about what goes into our mouths, we 
should likewise be careful about what we 
take in through our eyes and ears to fill 
up our minds.) 


The time with the children could be 
spent in happy and profitable studies of 
nature or in those games which would 


bring some pleasant results in the mind | 
At the breakfast table we 
could talk about matters connected with | 
the children’s lives, their play, their work | 


and heart. 


and the things in which they would be 
interested, Around the dinner table we 
could have each child select some object 
on the table for a conversation in which 
all could participate. We might talk 
about salt and how it is made or how the 
tablecloth is made or the value of water, 
sugar, different kinds of meat, or any 
number of things. In all of these con- 
versations the Scriptures referring to 
that subject could be mentioned. In our 
family Bible reading, each child could 
give his or her understanding of the pas- 
read. 


sage 

At the end of the third day, the reports 
were examined and checked. Having 
crossed off the time that seemed to be 
wasted, I asked my wife to examine the 


report and see whether, in her judgment, | 


the decisions had been fair. “It seems to 
be an accurate report,” she told me, “but 
Iam astonished at the amount of time 

have canceled out.’’ I had crossed 
off about 50 per cent of my time. 


On the morning of the fourth day, I 
decided to change my method of living 


i sought to put into practice the les- | 
learned from the charts. I had read | 


in Proverbs 25:28: “He that hath no rule 
over his own spirit is like a city that is 


broken down, and without walls.” I was 
persuaded that each individual should 
control his own time and not permit 
others to run his life for him. Time 


should be spent wisely for our Lord in 
prayer, meditation, Bible study, service 
and recreation. This would still leave 
time for relaxation, rest and pleasure, 


yet at the end of the day one would be | 


ho more weary because his time would 
have been spent in a 
manner. This new method of allocating 
time has through the years proved to be 
both profitable and interesting. END

AN EDITORIAL 


EARS AGO, Dr. J. Stuart Holden of St. Paul’s 

Church, Portman Square, London, and of the English 

Keswick Convention, was addressing a group of 
seminarians. “Young men,” he said, “do not pray for God 
to use you...” 

He paused to let the full significance of what he had said 
register. Then, when he detected surprised and shocked 
expressions on many faces, he added, “pray that God will 
make you usable.” 

Dr. Holden was making a vitally important point. Our 
first concern should be that we are usable. If we are 
usable, we do not need to plead with God to use us. 

Today we tend to think in other terms. Have you 
noticed how much we in our generation put the cart be- 
fore the horse—“O God, use us!” Even our older gospel 
songs develop this idea. Of course, it is only fitting that 
we should appreciate all God has done for us, that we 
should want to place ourselves at His disposal. But 
merely requesting Him to use us without meeting the 
requirements for use will get us nowhere. 

Our penchant for asking God to use what may be far 
from usable comes to my mind when I hear the gospel 
chorus, “Spirit of the Living God,” which is sung so often. 
We have changed the wording so that we sing it, Break 
me, mold me, fill me, use me. But Dr. Daniel Iverson 
wrote it, Break me, melt me, mold me, fill me. He well 
knew that the prepared heart will indeed be used of God. 

“But,” you may protest, “there’s little difference in the 
two versions of the chorus.” Is this really true? May 
not the seemingly minor change reflect a serious need in 
our own spiritual condition? We major in asking God to 
use us; we minor on conformity to His will and standards. 


WHAT we are is more important than our talents and 
our technique in carrying out our tasks. If we are to be 
fruitful, we must realize that natural abilities, sure-fire 
methods, eloquence and humanistic ways of winning 
friends and influencing people are all far, far down the 
list. In the requirements of God, faith in Himself and His 
Word, and the character of His child are the important 
matters—these are the sina qua non. 

The importance of character is attested in many ways. 
Those who bear the vessels of the Lord must be clean 
(Isa. 52:11). We must be meet for the Master’s use 
(II Tim. 2:21). If we are not to be idle or unfruitful, 
then the graces of virtue, godliness, brotherly kindness, 
love and patience all are to be ours (cf. II Pet. 1:5-11). 
The branch abides in the vine; only in this way can it 
bear fruit (John 15:1-8, 16)—basically love, joy, peace, 
longsuffering, kindness, goodness, faithfulness, meekness, 
self-control (Gal. 5:22, 23). Our need, in short, is the 
fullness of the Holy Spirit. 


O GOD, make me usable. What happens when we pray 
that prayer? If we are God’s children through faith in 
the Lord Jesus and so pray, then God will prepare us for 
His use. 

He will teach us that He is all and that we are nothing. 
Pride, arrogance, human sufficiency—these are the signs 
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of carnality. Too often the spiritually untaught confuse 
human cocksureness with spiritual power. The usable 
child of God, on the contrary, may find to his surprise 
that God uses him most greatly when he is least sure of 
himself, indeed even when he is humiliated. There is no 
final pattern with God as He uses “things which are not, 
to bring to nought things that are.” The God-used Chris- 
tian, however, says with Paul: “So then neither is he 
that planteth anything, neither he that watereth; but God 
that giveth the increase” (I Cor. 3:7). 


LET us never get so absorbed in how to do God’s work 
that we do it ourselves instead of permitting God to do it 
through us. The Lord will show us what He cando. And 
even though unthinking people will try to praise us, we 
shall be aghast at any idea that we are responsible. There 
is what the Word of God speaks of as “the demonstration 
of the Spirit and of power” (I Cor. 2:4). And the test 
that God is present and is working is undoubtedly a sense 
of awe and reverence in His presence. Oh yes, there is 
joy, even exultant joy, but there is always praise to God. 

The Lord will likewise make it plain that His usable 
servant is not to be concerned as to the apparent greater 
use of someone else. There is no room for jealousy. The 
servant will learn that it is the Lord who worketh in all, 
to will and to work for His good pleasure. And so he 
will thank God for every faithful servant, simply making 
sure that he himself is in the place where God can use 
him as He thinks best. 

When God chooses to honor His servant, when He elects 
to trust a servant of His with great ministry, He knows His 
man. For such a servant to become arrogant, avaricious, 
careless in life is to bring himself under the chastening of 
the Lord. Yes, there have been servants of God chastened 
and even unfrocked so far as service to God is concerned. 
It is possible to be a castaway, to be disapproved! God 
help us to walk softly before Him. 


THE imperative necessity then is to mean business 
with God and to walk with Him in fellowship and obedi- 
ence. Yes, take advantage of all the training, of all the 
God-blessed and God-used methods you can learn. But 
keep first things first. As you do this, the joy of a God- 
used servant will be yours. And you will rejoice before 
Him at His coming. You can be sure He is working, 
even when you walk by faith and not by sight. You can 
be certain that He will accomplish His purpose—-whether 
great or small in the sight of men. You may rest the 
whole issue with Him, for you will know the supreme 
honor of being God’s fellow-worker. 

What we are trying to spell out here was wonderfully 
said years ago by a young Scot, a dominie of the Church 
of Scotland, Robert Murray McCheyne. Writing to a 
friend about to be ordained, he said: 

“Remember you are God’s sword, His instrument, I trust 
a chosen vessel unto Him to bear His Name. In great 
measure, according to the purity and perfectness of the 
instrument, will be the success. It is not great talents God 
blesses so much as great likeness to Jesus. A holy min- 
ister is an awful weapon in the hand of God.” 





The Press and the Gospel 

Two observances this month are designed to call the 
attention of evangelicals to specific areas of gospel min- 
istry. The entire month of October has been designated 
as Protestant Press Month, emphasizing the ministry of 
evangelical periodicals. And one Sunday, October 11, 
has been set aside as World Literature Sunday as the 
rallying point for enlisting new interest and concern for 
the cause of world-wide gospel literature. 

With respect to the role of evangelical publications in 
this country, it is perhaps enough to note that the place 
they fill in the ongoing work of Christ is far more im- 
portant than is often realized. Not only do they present 
a continuing testimony to segments of the unsaved (or 
the uncertain), but they provide much-needed encourage- 
ment, help and spiritual food for Christians. Such help 
can hardly be overrated in a day when Christians are 
deluged with reading and entertainment rooted in the 
interests and values of this world. 

To a large extent the ministry of every Christian pub- 
lication—and we speak now for evangelical periodicals as 
a whole—lies in the hands of those they serve. To the 
extent that readers appreciate the value of these pub- 
lications, pray for their staffs and help in making their 
pages known to others, they strengthen the very founda- 
tions of this phase of gospel work. 

World Wide Literature Sunday, as the term implies, is 
concerned with even wider horizons. It begins, for ex- 
ample, with an awareness of the staggering problems 
posed by our responsibility to bring the gospel to the 
world’s mushrooming millions. 

It is estimated that at the time of the birth of Christ 
world population was 350 million. Today it is in the 
neighborhood of 2.8 billions and the yearly increase is 
such that each seven years we add as many souls as were 
on the entire globe at the birth of Christ. 

We cannot dream of keeping up unless in addition to 
all other means we make full use of gospel literature. 

Much headway has been made. Today more than half 
the people of the world can read, and literacy is increas- 
ing by leaps and bounds. Some portion of the Word of 
God is now available in well over 700 languages. Original 
writings and top-grade translations of commentaries, 
study, devotional and inspirational books are in constant 


preparation. More Christian bookstores are being estab- 


courses are being studied by tens of thousands. Popular- 
type gospel magazines in a score of languages are reach- 
ing eager readers by the millions. 

But there is no room for complacent thinking. Com- 
munists are said to be spending 3 billion dollars a year on 
propaganda—well packaged, appealing and inexpensive. 
In India for example one dollar will buy a library fifteen 
inches long of select Communist works, plus a lamp so 
the purchaser can read his books at night. Non-Christian 
cults are spending more than all Protestant efforts com- 
bined to win new converts. 

World Vision’s Larry Ward, but recently returned from 
a trip around the world, tells of seeing Communist litera- 
ture, attractive and well-prepared, in news stands and 
bookstalls wherever he went—Calcutta, Belgium, Hong 
Kong, Japan, Singapore, Italy. 

“And I confess,” he writes, “that I sighed a little as 1] 
remembered standing in a railroad station in Formosa 
with a missionary friend. We were passing out Christian 
‘literature’—used Christmas cards with Scripture texts. 
Soon even these had all been distributed and we were 
forced to stand, shaking our heads while still empty hands 
reached out .. .” 

Much is being done, but so much more is needed! And 
the key lies very largely in greater understanding and 
concern on the part of Christians here at home. 

What can you do? What should you be doing? The 
following are offered for prayerful consideration. 

1. See that gospel literature has a place in your think- 
ing as a type of work worthy of your interest and support. 
Remember it in prayer. 

2. If you are a pastor, Sunday school worker or leader 
in some other phase of church work, use such opportu- 
nities as you may have to see that those in your group 
hear of the importance of literature and the need for 
support for literature projects. Evangelical Literature 
Overseas, Wheaton, IIl., will help provide you with in- 
formation, including special materials prepared for use 
on World Literature Sunday. 

3. Encourage your church to share in some tangible 
way in the support of at least one worth-while gospel 
literature project. 

This is a task which is big enough and tangible enough 
for every Christian to share. It is a task where millions 
of souls are at stake and in which you are greatly needed.

Many a home could become a gospel outpost 
by selling Christian books. C. Shenebera: 


AVE you ever heard this story? “Oh, 
if I only didn’t have so many home 
duties holding me _  back—what 
wouldn’t I be able to do for the Lord 

then!” Or: “How can I serve the Lord 
when, day after day, I am hemmed in 
within the four walls of a home?” 

You may have been a listener at some 
time or other to just such a tale of wos 
Or perhaps you have told the same story 
yourself. 

Yet, among all the fields of Christian 
service, the home provides one of the 
richest sources of potential for God's 
service. 


+ THE story is told that after the great 
Chicago fire in 1871, Dwight L. Mood) 
went to England for a rest. While in 
London he accepted an invitation to 
preach. That Sunday morning he 
preached with great difficulty. With 
heavy heart he went to the evening 
meeting and, at the close of his sermon, 
“got the courage to draw the net,” as he 
later told it. To his astonishment, about 
500 people responded to fhe invitation. 

Convinced that the congregation had 
misunderstood him, Moody asked them to 
be seated. Repeating his invitation in a 
stronger form, he was even more amazed 
to see them all rise again! 

Later, in a series of meetings at the 
same church, hundreds found Christ. An 
invitation followed for him to travel 
throughout the country, and Moody par- 
ticipated in a work that eventually 
stirred the world. 

Why the barrenness Sunday morning 
and revival Sunday night? The miracle 
was wrought by persistent prayer in 4 
certain home by a woman who was bed- 
ridden. She had prayed for Moody and 
revival and had asked God to send him 
to her church. And God answered in a 
measure that was far beyond her dreams

tually, thousands. The same God who 
had heard and answered her prayers 
would surely do the same for any of His 
children. The most effective, yet least 
practiced, perhaps, avenue of fruitful 
service had been discovered by a dear 
bedridden saint in the quiet of her own 
home. 

Many Christians today have discovered 
this and many other ways of serving the 
Lord at home. Besides earnest inter- 
cession, these ways include home Bible 
classes, child evangelism work, neighbor- 
hood visitation, Bible memory work, 
Sunday school extension and book cen- 
ters. 

The first of these, earnest intercession, 
cannot be emphasized too strongly. The 
consecrated Christian on his knees, 
making spiritual contact with the Creator 
of the universe, has a power that dwarfs 
the atom bomb and the hydrogen bomb 
rolled into one. It is forcefully stated in 
Mark 11:24: “What things soever ye 
desire, when ye pray, believe that ye 
Shall receive them, and ye shall have 
them.” 


+ Havine faithfully practiced the first 
method of serving the Lord at home, an 
increasing band of believers are strength- 
ening their faith and witnessing to others 
by means of home Bible classes. Most 
noteworthy of these, perhaps, are those 
which have sprung up out of the glowing 
ministry of Scofield Memorial Church 
in Dallas. Here Pastor Harlin J. Roper 
has spearheaded a program that has 
mushroomed into more than 150 classes 
in Dallas and 11 neighboring cities. 
Whole families have been saved in this 
gigantic, typically-Texas program of 
gospel outreach. Every new teacher gets 
a systematic study of the Bible written 
by Pastor Roper, geared to move slowly 
through the entire Scripture from 
Genesis to Revelation in six years’ time. 
The course has been used in Scofield Me- 
morial’s Sunday school for some 30 years. 
It is a seriptural feast of 14,820 questions 
which are answered by a certain refer- 
ence in each case. Classes last one hour. 
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Home Bible classes like this one have touched

Just out of Moody Bible Institute and 
Dallas Theological Seminary, Harlin J. 
Roper and his Moody-trained wife began 
tent meetings in the heat of summer, 
1928.

Lionel Mayell’s home Bible classes in 
California have grown to tremendous 
proportions, literally bursting the seams 
of their spacious home until a remodeling 
job enabled them to accommodate up- 
wards of 250 seekers. In Daytona Beach 
and Orlando, Fla., among many other 
places, weekly Bible classes in the home 
form an integral part of Christian 
strength in the areas. 


+ One of the most heartening ministries 
in the nation centers around the Good 
News clubs—spiritual antidote to juve- 
nile delinquency that plagues America. 
Child Evangelism Fellowship sponsors 
this invaluable work that is most effec- 
tively carried on in the home. Sacrificial 
wives and mothers, with a compassion 
for today’s children that expresses itself 
in a concrete way, open their homes and 
give of their time and energy freely that 
the good news of the gospel might pene- 
trate young hearts. That their work has 
not been in vain certainly is evidenced 
by the amazing figures carefully compiled 
by CEF officials. 

In 1948, for example, Good News clubs 
attracted 490,084 children. An encour- 
aging total of 8.472 boys and girls started 
Sunday school as a result of CEF in- 
fluence. Thanks to 8,649 “Mary’s”—those 
who are not “cumbered about much 
serving’— many homes opened their 
doors to those of whom the Lord said, 
“ .. of such is the kingdom of heaven.” 

Considering that today two-thirds or 
28 million American school-age children 
are not attending any church or Sunday 
school, it is all the more important that 
Christian homes awaken to the challenge.

Neighborhood gangs can become Good 
News clubs, if believers are sufficiently 
alert to their opportunities and yielded 
to the Lord. Today’s children, and young 
people as well, are looking for spiritual 
leadership—though many of them do not 
recognize it as such. If “my people, which 
are called by my name” do not provide 
that leadership, where will it come from? 

Franklin F. Ellis, international di- 
rector of CEF. says, “The common idea 
seems to be that if one does not have 
great ability or is not free of human 
weaknesses, there is little one can do 
for the Lord. Stop looking at your own 
limitations and weaknesses! Recognize 
that God has chosen to use weak and 
faulty instruments in order that His 
grace might be manifest to all.” 


+ NEIGHBORHOOD visitation has proved to 
be a tremendously vital and effective 
weapon for thwarting the fiery darts of 
the wicked and penetrating his armor 
against spiritual truth. 

The five-pronged ministry of the Bible 
Lovers League, with headquarters in 
Dallas, perhaps highlights this phase of 
home evangelism. The “little tot” gift, 
the Gospel of John (pink cover for girls, 
blue for boys) goes to interested children 
under eight years of age. The possibilities 
for powerful propagation of the gospel 
through this method are endless 

Mrs. Fannie Rice, 70, lives in a home 
for senior citizens in Arlington, Texas. 
She has gathered the names of hundreds 
of little tots, reaching a total of 1.024 
names by last November. Several hun- 
dred have been added since. Not having 
a car, she contacts ladies at the grocery 
store, the beauty parlor and the church 
about any boys and girls who might want 
to receive this attractive gift.

work of Mrs. Hunt and Mrs. Andrew 
Tomac in this area. 

Oliver W. Price, Oklahoma branch di- 
rector of the Bible Lovers League, de- 
scribes the secret of visitation work as 
two-fold: First, convince them you are 
there to serve them. Second, plan your 
work so you may return to those who 
are interested until your contact bears 
fruit. 

Other BLL ministries include the Bible 
reading plan offering a free Bible to any- 
one anywhere who will earn it by reading 
it; Bible searches in which certificates 
of award are given for counting a word 
in an assigned Bible book every three 
weeks; and rental of taped lectures by 
Dr. John F. Walvoord, president of Dallas 
Theological Seminary, comprising a 
training course covering the entire Bible 
in ten years. 


+ A fifth way to serve the Lord at home, 
tied in closely with some of the other 
methods, is Bible memorization. The 


Navigators, Rural Bible Crusade, Bible 
Memory Association and Children’s Bible 
Mission are perhaps the best-known pro- 
ponents of this strategic tool. Though all 
differ in details, the essential purpose is 
the same: to encourage the learning of 
Scripture by heart. 

Many homes across the entire North 
American continent are opened to small 
groups engaged in this invaluable en- 
deavor. The lives of boys and girls, in 
particular, are changed for eternity as 
the scriptural verities unfold before their 
very eyes—not only through the actual 
memorization, but also by utilization of 
the scriptural books and games awarded 
for successful work, and especially by 
summer camps at which the children and 
young people in particular are brought 
close to God. This doubtless is one of 
the most rewarding ministries available 
to believers today. 


+ SunbAy school extension affords still 
another glorious opportunity for Chris-

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tian service. Many of God’s children are 
utilizing the cradle roll department of 
their churches to “invade” homes that 
might not be reached with the gospel in 
any other way. Prayerful, regular visita- 
tion, plus spiritual guidance through 
mothers’ clubs and meetings especially 
for parents certainly help to win the 
parents for Christ. Important, too, is the 
fact that at a very early age the boys 
and girls are having their feet estab- 
lished in the straight and narrow path 
that leads to God. 

Prospects for the home or extension 
department of the Sunday school include 
the aged and infirm, mothers of small 
children, Sunday workers, inmates of 
hospitals, jails, etc., and unsaved mem- 
bers of church families. The need is 
great; the time, limited. May none of 
these be able to say, “No man cared for 
my soul.” 


+ FINALLY, book centers deserve mention. 
William F. Moore, executive secretary of 
the Christian Booksellers Association, 
Chicago, declares that “in towns not 
served by bookstores, there is an oppor- 
tunity for people to work out of their 
homes on a limited basis.” 

Moore cautions against such endeavors 
in towns of less than 40,000 population, 
however, lest the financial hurdle be too 
great. He strongly suggests that all such 
home colporteurs should plan to sell their 
wares for the full retail price, lest a 
precedent be established that might be 
hard to break in the frequent event of 
growth and expansion into a full-fledged 
bookstore that has outgrown the home. 

A valuable service to the community 
can result from such book centers, Moore 
adds, especially when Christian literature 
is not available anywhere else for miles 
around. 

Far from being an exhaustive list of 
ways and means to serve the Lord at 
home, this article is more suggestive than 
anything else, for it can only mention a 
limited number of ways. Home telephone 
ministry and dedicated automobiles, no 
doubt both utilized by scores of believers, 
might be added to the list, along with 
many others that will come to the read- 
er’s mind. Most important, the reader 
should become aware and alert to the 
opportunities for service that present 
themselves on every hand. Of prime im- 
portance is the need for Holy Spirit 
wisdom in seeking and finding the ways 
most suitable for each individual be- 
liever. END

After all, 
he had supervised photography and was 
production manager in Chicago’s Vogue- 
Wright Art Studio before army days. But 
the desire to do Christian work deepened 
into a burden as he worked in a local 
church with young people when stationed 
in Alabama. Now army days were over 
and he was pounding pavements. He tells 
how it happened. 

“One morning as I was leaving to look 
for work, my wife said, ‘Wait, Larry.’ 
And she dropped to her knees and 
prayed. Afterwards she suggested, ‘Why 
not stop in at Moody Bible Institute?’ 

“*What has Moody to offer?’ I replied. 
‘I’m a production man.’ I dismissed it 
from my mind. 

“Going from one studio to another I 
noticed I was passing Moody. On an im- 
pulse I decided to inquire there. The per-

sonnel man welcomed me warmly. He 
had been advertising six months for a 
man of my experience. I was a direct 
answer to prayer on both sides.” 

And for thirteen years Larry Matter 
has worked in the promotion depart- 
ment which produces the WMBI calen- 
dar, the Institute newsletters and all 
other Institute literature. He is assistant 
director. 

Roy Mitcheli, who managed a bakery, 
delicatessen and downtown cafeteria in 
Brantford, Ontario, found the Lord 
needed his trade. He came in contact 
with James Calhoun, an extension Bible 
teacher for the Institute during special 
meetings. 

Later Mr. Calhoun wrote Leonard Un- 
kefer, personnel director at Moody, “If 
you ever need a baker, here is a wonder.” 

Months later, prayers had been an- 
swered, doors opened and Roy Mitchell

found himself not only the baker but 
also in charge of the kitchen for Moody 
Bible Institute. Preparing 350 pounds of 
roast beef and 160 cherry pies would be 
all in a day’s work for Mitchell’s kitchen 
crew. 

He says, “I have been at Moody for 
twelve years, using my trade for the Lord. 
I feel now as I did then that the Lord 
led me here.” 


+ MATTER and Mitchell learned their 
trades first and then gave them to the 
Lord. But Miss Elizabeth Thompson 
learned a great deal after she entered 
into Christian work. However, she almost 
didn’t enter the door for fear it was a 
shady proposition. 

Back in 1908 when she was in her 
teens, she started to hunt for a job. The 
country was in the grip of a depression. 
Girls seeking positions would sit on the 
curb outside the Daily News office, grab 
the first edition, scan the ads, and run 
to the address given. Always tenth or 
twelfth in line, Elizabeth felt she didn’t 
have a chance. Then she read an ad 
calling for help with or in a Christian 
publishing firm. Applicants were to write 
a letter. That gave her a chance as her 
writing was much better than her run- 
ning. 

A few days later, with a girl friend, she 
approached the dark dirt street that was 
Institute Place in those days. She was 
to come at 9 p.m. and ask for Mr. William 
Norton. The time was odd, the buildings 
dark. Was it safe? The girls had almost 
decided to leave when a band upstairs 
struck up a hymn. Thus reassured, Eliza- 
beth Thompson entered The Bible Insti- 
tute Colportage Association (now Moody 
Press) and began an association which so 
far has lasted fifty-one years. 

Miss Thompson is grateful for the 
training she received under Mr. Norton. 
And through the years she has made a 
significant contribution to the careful 
preparation of sound Christian literature. 
Publications pass through her hands and 
are checked on many points. 
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Print plant foreman Dan Redka oversees the 
production of promotional literature for MBI. 


Also trained by the Institute, Miss 
Helen Wilcox makes up the payroll for 
425 full-time employees, supervises the 
payroll for 300 part-time employees and 
is in charge of cashiering and a thou- 
sand student accounts. A Moody graduate 
with a year of secretarial science, she 
had helped in Christian camps before 
joining the staff. 

Miss Wilcox, in dedicating her service 
to the Lord Jesus, has discovered many 
benefits. This personable young lady says, 
“We grow Spiritually here. During 
Founder’s Week we attend one service 
each day and, of course, are close by for 
evening meetings. We have department 
devotions daily. Then there are oppor- 
tunities for training in our business field. 
Once each month we have helpful super- 
visors’ meetings with on-the-job train- 
ing.” Helen Wilcox, along with many 
other Moody employees, has risen from 
the ranks, and the training she received 
at the Institute helped to make this pos- 
sible. 

She continues listing her benefits. “I 
have been thrilled with the leadership 
we have. The people are well-qualified 
and trained and they are spiritual Chris- 
tians.” Then she proceeds to describe 
one of the ladies with whom she is asso- 
ciated. “Her selflessness and understand- 
ing have been an inspiration to me. She 


is always open for counseling whether 


the problem is in the business field or of 
a personal nature. Interruptions when 
working with figures can be trying; but 
she maintains a spirit of helpfulness and 
constant encouragement. My own life 
has been challenged by my contact with 
her. Our whole department has a spirit 
of cooperation and unity of purpose.” 


+ Many office workers are associated 
with the Institute and, of course, teach- 
ers are needed. Did it occur to you that 
they aren’t all Bible teachers? French, 
English and Greek teachers, music, rec- 
reational leadership and bookkeeping 
teachers are all employed at Moody Bible 
Institute. 


Keeping students and employees in the best of 
health is Mary Helen Huber's way of serving. 


Teachers must have previous training, 
and many other types of workers at the 
Institute find this true. Howard Fischer, 
Production Manager for Moody Press, 
says it would have been impossible for 
him to have received his training at 
Moody. But the Lord saw to it that he 
estimated costs for a large printing com- 
pany where many magazines including 
Good Housekeeping were printed. Now 
he makes contacts with printers, pur- 
chases paper and takes care of other 
business dealings for Moody Press. 

“I like working for Moody Bible In- 
stitute,” explains Fischer. “For one thing, 
Moody has a sound financial structure. 
The Institute is well known for integrity 
and has a good credit rating. I like being 
associated with a concern of this type. 

“The books we put out are not ques- 
tionable. I’m not ashamed of any of our 
literature. Our end product is for the 
glory of God. It has also been good for 
my children for me to work here. You 
see, I can’t give them everything they 
want which I might be tempted to do 
if I had a similar position in the secular 
field.” 

A printing company trained Mr. 
Fischer, but Rudolph Rossler obtained 
his training in a carpenter’s shop in 
Austria-Hungary. Between the ages of 
twelve and sixteen he slept on a hard 
wooden bench in the workroom of a 
master carpenter, for he was an ap- 
prentice. The shop day began at five 
o’clock, and did not end until 6:30; then 
from 7:30 to 9:30 he had to attend eve- 
ning trade school. 

Through his forty-six years at the 
Institute in charge of maintenance, he 
has made office divisions, done remod- 
eling and kept the Institute buildings in 
repair. One of his artistic contributions 
is the oak wood framing for the stained 


glass picture, “The Sower,” behind the 
“information desk in Crowell Hall. The 


value of his work is increased because of 
his devoted Christian spirit. He fre- 
quently uses his own evenings for paper 
work or to help Moody personnel. 
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Elizabeth Thompson checks an author's spelling 
of a word in a Moody Press book manuscript. 


He helped Dr. Wilbur M. Smith pre- 
serve in artistic form a part of the walnut 
tree his father cut down when Wilbur 
was a baby. From this tree Mr. Rossler 
made a lovely table. Mrs. Smith wrote, 
“It really is a museum piece. We shall 
treasure it always.” 

Mr. Rossler says, “I will praise God as 
long as I live for the privilege of working 
at this place. You can’t pay for love.” 

“Really good maintenance men are 
hard to find,” says personnel chief 
Leonard Unkefer, “and Rudolph Rossler 
is a jewel.” 


+ WHETHER maintenance man or admin- 
istrator, a real spirit of dedication to 
Jesus Christ dominates the people I 
talked with at the Moody Bible Institute. 

Mr. Henry Coleman Crowell, Executive 
Vice-President, flew in a single engine 
plane above the jungles of Peru with 
Paul Robinson. These men were seeking 
to discover the problems that face mis- 
sionaries in order to properly set up 
the Missionary Technical Course. 

Mr. Crowell explains the need for this 
new course. “Two kinds of missionaries 
carry on the Lord’s work. The first is an 
active soul-winner, good in languages 
and in the pulpit. He may not be a 
mechanic. If he has to build his own 
house, he will not be good at it. 

“The other missionary feels more re- 
laxed working with his hands than 
preaching a sermon. We train these prac- 
tical men in the Missionary Technical 
Course so that they can fly supplies to 
jungle outposts, take out sick mission- 
aries, establish radio communications 
and give a picture story to folks back 
home. 

“The graduate of the Missionary Tech- 
nical Course has earned his commercial 
pilot’s license, learned airplane me- 
chanics and is able to completely rebuild 
his plane. 

“By teaming a trained technical man 
with a prepared preacher we have made 
both of them more effective for the 
Lord.”

Mr. Crowell has had a large part in 
planning the Missionary Technical 
Course and has helped launch a number 
of other technical ministries of the In- 
stitute. A good many years ago this man, 
trained at Yale University and Sheffield 
Scientific School, saw in prospect what 
God could do through a radio station 
wholly dedicated to the service of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. To over- 
simplify matters, others caught the vision 
and Radio Station WMBI came into 
being. 

Some years before the San Francisco 
Golden Gate Exposition in 1939, Dr. Will 
H. Houghton, then president of the In- 
stitute, met Dr. Irwin Moon, who was 
touring the country with his “Sermons 
from Science” demonstrations. Dr. Moon 
came to work for MBI through its ex- 
tension department. The Institute lent 
him to the Christian Business Men's 
Committee of San Francisco for the 
duration of the Exposition and his “Ser- 
mons from Science” planted another idea 
in the mind of Mr. Crowell. Together 
with Dr. Houghton, Dr. Moon and others, 
he encouraged and prayed and planned. 
The result was the Moody Institute of 
Science, begun in 1944. 

The films this department of the In- 
stitute has produced are widely known. 
The beautiful time-lapse photography of 
the opening of flowers in “God of Crea- 
tion,” the scientific marvel of showing 
the human heart in “Red River of Life” 
have admirably demonstrated the great- 
ness of our God. These and other films 
have been shown in military camps and 
schools around the world. But it has 
taken men of scientific training and 
spiritual vision to begin and carry on 
these ministries. 

Are you of a scientific nature? There 
may be new worlds to conquer in this 
field for God. Ask Him about your part 
in it. 


+ SOMETIMES tragedy steps in, and a 
child of God finds a different avenue of 
service. Such was the story of Earl M.

Wolslagel who for twenty-five years had 
blessed people’s hearts in his evangelistic 
singing ministry. Then his voice was 
gone, and in its place a hoarse whispe1 
The gospel solo work was over. What a 
tragedy for a singer! 

But God stepped in. And on faith 
faith that he would regain part of his 
speaking voice—Earl Wolslagel became 
an Institute representative. He traveled 
throughout New England and Florida, 
calling in the homes of people interested 
in Moody Bible Institute. He went to be 
a blessing to people and also to promote 
the interests of the Institute. Problems 
of those he called on became his prayer 
burden, and he sought to increase their 
prayer interest in Moody. 

Mr. Harold Stephens, head of the 
stewardship department, says, “Earl 
Wolslagel had a wonderful spirit. He got 
out early and worked late. I have never 
known anyone who had such a spirit of 
rejoicing in the field work.” 

For twenty-two years this 
Christian gentleman served the Lord as 
Institute field man. He regained his 
speaking voice and in later years could 
even sing. Before his death, about two 
years ago, he stated that, as much as he 
loved evangelistic singing, he considered 
his years with Moody, which brought 
opportunity for counseling, as the years 
that were the most useful for God. He 
called them his “blessed years.”’ And they 
were introduced by tragedy. 

Too old for the mission field! A couple 
active in rural Sunday school and young 
people’s work in Painesville, Ohio, came 
to Moody Summer School on their vaca- 
tion. They were intensely interested in 
the Lord’s work. But Mr. and Mrs. Harold 
Stockburger faced the facts. He had been 
an officer and director in the Cumberland 
Cement and Supply Co. and its inter- 
locking company in Cumberland, Md 
He was now junior partner in charge of 
the office and secretary of the Gail G 
Grant, Inc., a department store in 
Painesvile. Already he had achieved busi-

of some old saint. And I believe. with my whole heart, that 
God used me, unworthy and undependable as I am, to answer 
that lady’s prayer.” ‘ 


+ To be used of God is the passion of Willis (Junior) Lucas, 
the garageman who worked overtime that Saturday. But fixing 
cars of the saints and others is a mere sideline compared to 
his primary job of ushering sin-wrecked human beings to the 
mercy seat of God. Scores, perhaps hundreds, have found 
Christ as Saviour and Lord through friendly, personal man- 
to-man talks with Junior Lucas, some in that cluttered garage 
at 910 Poplar St. 

To a salesman who came regularly to his garage, Lucas said, 
“Christ can save you and clean up your life.” 

“No, my life is too messed up. I’m a hopeless case.” 

That salesman seemed to want what Lucas offered, but 
there were serious difficulties. Among other things he was 
divorced, had married again, and now was having an affair 
with another woman. 

Relentlessly, like a boxer hammering at his foe, Lucas 
quoted Scripture and boasted of God’s power to change the 
worst of sinners. Still shaking his head, the salesman left. 

Early next morning, however, he returned to the garage and 
confessed to Lucas: “I can’t go on like this; I’ve walked the 
floor all night. I want to be saved now.” In the basement of 
the garage, Lucas dealt with him until the man found peace 
of soul. 

“That man cleared up all the domestic mess that he had.” 
says Junior Lucas, “and many in his community were saved 
through his testimony. And it wasn’t anything of me that 
brought this about. It was God—we give Him our time, our 
talent—as crude as it may be—and the Spirit will use it to 
God’s glory.” 

If God depended on a man’s education and polished speech 
in order to use him, Junior Lucas would never be the soldier 
of the Cross that he is. Having quit high school in his fresh- 
man year, he professedly doesn’t know the difference between 
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a verb and its modifier. His speech is apt to have the verb 
modifying the modifier, if that were possible. He “murders 
the Queen’s English.” But, like a Negro woman once said of 
him when someone mentioned this shortcoming, “God don’t 
save a person through grammar, but through His grace!” 

Too busy at 50 to polish up his speech, Lucas, a stubby, 
bouncy man with graying wavy hair and a round poker face, 
gets God’s message across in an amazingly effective way. 
Those God has reached through him include the high and 
the low, men and women, old and young. Once he preached 
to a busload of army recruits and the Word found acceptance 
in the heart of a multi-millionaire’s son. The parents later 
called Lucas and asked him to share the same good news 
with them. As yet they haven’t given themselves to God, but 
Lucas still prays for them, and has contact with the father 
as from time to time he services the family cars. 

Curiously, a large share of his converts melt in tears as he 
presents the gospel to them. He can’t explain if, but the con- 
fident tone of his voice and the look that seems to pierce to 
the soul combine to help bring Holy Spirit conviction. 

Recently on a flight from Chicago to Terre Haute, Lucas told 
the stewardess handing out gum, “I'll trade you even.” 
Smilingly she handed him Chiclets and smilingly he in turn 
gave her a copy of the Sunday school paper, Power, con- 
taining his testimony. Several minutes later she returned and 
knelt beside his seat. “This is the greatest thing I ever saw,” 
she whispered. “This is what I want.” Tears in her eyes 
showed her earnest desire. Passengers nearby must have 
wondered what was happening as Lucas, in his somewhat 
high-pitched voice, first explained the plan of salvation and 
then prayed briefly for her. Before the flight ended, she asked 
him for copies of his testimony for her family and for her 
roommates. 

A simple greeting is often Lucas’ springboard for con- 
fronting someone with his need of Christ. Once a man walked 
into the garage and said, “Hello. Beautiful day, isn’t it?” 

“Yes, this would be a wonderful day for the Lord to come,” 
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to reach old men” 








Lucas said, looking up from a truck he was working on. “By 
the way, if the Lord were to come, would you be ready to go?” 

The visitor, an elderly man, fell against the side of the 
truck and wept. “No, no! I’m lost!” he confessed. 

Wiping his hands, Lucas put an arm about the man’s 
shoulder and explained how he could right then and there 
receive forgiveness of sin and a new life in Christ. When the 
man left the shop sometime later, he walked with a quicker 
step and his heart was light—he had met the Saviour. 

Another man who burst into tears in the garage proved to 
be an ex-preacher who had gotten out of fellowship with the 
Lord. He had come to sell Lucas transmission equipment. 
When Lucas asked him if he knew the Lord, he began to talk 
a good line: sure, and once he was a preacher and had won 
many souls. But a probing by Lucas revealed his low spiritual 
state. Then suddenly the tears began to trickle down his 
cheeks. Reaching for his hand, Lucas said, “Will you promise 
God right now that you will put this all behind you and ask 
the Lord to take you back and to use you again?” 

Lucas tells what happened next: “I saw him that Saturday 
afternoon, in his car, at the side of my building, rededicate 
his life to God and promise Him that he’d be in church the 
next day with his family and that he would go back to 
spreading the gospel. As far as I know the man has quit the 
transmission business and gone back to preaching.” 


+ WITHOUT question, the fact that Lucas himself got such a 
jolting dose of salvation, resulting in a completely changed life, 
speaks strongly to those who are seemingly hopelessly en- 
meshed by sin. Among some auto racing boys around Terre 
Haute a little more than a decade ago, Lucas was known as 
a good “jiggler.” By setting up the camshaft, adding up to 
400 rpm’s, and doing it so expertly that the shady work 
would pass the eye of the track inspector, Lucas carried a lot 
more green stuff in his billfold then than he does now. 
Never a model boy, Junior Lucas was 14 when he left his 
home in southern Indiana to be on [Continued on page 79]

T’S easy to say, “God told me to do 
| this, or God told me to do that. . 

to go here or to go there.” Sometimes 
we wonder if it is always the Lord who 
said, “Do this, or do that.” But let me 
show you how the Lord has directed me 
and with continual blessings proved that 
He wants me to stay 

Twenty-seven years ago, in a Kansas 
cornfield, God spoke to my heart about 
missionary work in Sumatra, an island 
in the Dutch East Indies. My heart re- 
belled. I argued with God. “You know, 
Lord,” I said, “I’m too good for the 
mission field. Think what America would 
miss if I was in some foreign land.” How 
foolish I was. 

God won the argument that night. 
Two years later we were in the jungles 
of that great emerald island of Sumatra, 
preaching to pagan tribesmen who had 
never heard the message of Jesus Christ. 

Six rugged years passed. Pearl Harbor 
was bombed, and the holocaust of war 
made the Malayan Archipelago resemble 
an apocalyptic blitzkrieg. God spoke to 
us: “Flee the islands—go back to Amer- 
ica. It’s going to be a long war.” And 
we knew it was God speaking. 

It took us three months to get back to 
America, sailing through the submarine- 
infested waters, but all 15 in our mission- 
ary party arrived safely in New York. 


Six years later, God again said, “Go,” 
and we answered, “Where, Lord?” This 
time He said, “India,” and again, I 
argued. “Any place but India, Lord,” I 
said. “Sumatra is closed. Revolution, 
political upheaval and anarchy reign. We 
can’t go to Sumatra, and India 
well, that’s just a little too rugged for 
me.” But the Lord won again and we 
said, “Yes, Lord”—and went to India. 

Five blessed years passed. Many came 
to Christ and God blessed us. But again 
the Lord said, “Go back to America.” 

Each time God confirmed His leading 
to us by definite blessing and the salva- 
tion of souls. Now our ministry at home 
is centered in Chicago. The burden for 
this great city settled heavily upon our 
hearts immediately upon arrival. Why 
Chicago? Why not New York, Phila- 
delphia or Los Angeles? Here’s why. 

Chicago may be called the evangelical 
center of the world. Within the greater 
Chicago area we have scores of evan- 
gelical Bible schools, colleges, seminaries, 
missionary societies and international 
evangelical organizations, touching the 
ends of the earth from this strategic 
spot in the western hemisphere.

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The question is, “Is it true?” I be- 

lieve it is, and here are the facts. 

Through a message preached in a 
dance hall in Lincoln, Neb., 25 years 
ago, Christ was made real to me. I was 
born again. I continued my studies at 
the University of Nebraska, but new life 
had begun for me. Soon I was fascinated 
with the Bible. Often I heard mission- 
aries at our church. These godly heroes 
deeply impressed me. One could not 
escape the impact of their lives and 
teaching as they talked of God’s plan 
for world evangelization. Now I searched 
the New Testament with a new purpose. 
Did it show God’s plan? Could a life be 
built on it? 

The Book answered. Christ died to 
save man from sin. He rose again, went 
back to heaven’s throne and someday 
will return. Till then, His command to 
us is: Evangelize the world. We discon- 
nect our lives from God’s plan when we 
turn a deaf ear to that command. When 
we reject that task we commit ourselves 
forever to trivialities. 

Other arguments reached me. There 
was the great need. I knew that all men 
without Christ are lost (Rom. 2:12), and 
that there is one way of salvation (John 


es say “God told me to go” is daring. 





14:6). To wishfully imagine that uncon- 
verted men can enter heaven some other 
way is to rest on a lie. Why Calvary, if 
there was some other way to save men? 
God says: “When I say unto the wicked, 
thou shalt surely die, and thou givest him 
not warning nor speakest to warn the 
wicked man from his wicked way, the 
same wicked man shall die in his iniquity, 
but his blood shall I require at thy hand” 
(Ezek. 3:18). 

The argument from statistics impressed 
me. We are told that 94 per cent of all 
Christian workers minister to nine per 
cent of the world’s population. Would 
none join the six per cent ministering to 
91 per cent of the world’s population? 

I read books by missionary immortals. 
Gilmore of Mongolia said: “Is the King- 
dom a harvest field? Then I should work 
where the work is most abundant and 
the workers fewest. Laborers say they are 
over-taxed at home. What then must be 
the case abroad where wide-stretching 
plains are already white to harvest with 
scarcely here and there a solitary reap- 
er?” 

God’s question in Isaiah became more 
urgent: “Whom shall I send, and who 
will go for us?” Oswald Chambers says, 
“God did not address this call to Isaiah. 
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God led us to concentrate in this city, 
first with a prayer network of little 
prayer cells in homes, office buildings 
and churches. Then we promote con- 
centrated personal witnessing, sparked 
and spearheaded by church laymen and 
encouraged and led by their pastors. 

Down through history, cities have been 
the focal points of God’s blessing and 
targets also of His wrath. Remember 
Rome, Antioch, Ephesus, Babylon, Jeru- 
salem and the future city, the New 
Jerusalem. The city is the hub of life. 

The villages—the hinterland areas— 
revolve around the city like planets 
around the sun. For instance, there are 
over 600,000 villages in India. Most of 
them have never heard the gospel of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. We can’t send mis- 
sionaries to every one of the villages. 
There are not enough to go around! How 
are these villages going to be evan- 
gelized? The only way that I can see is 
to train and teach nationals in the 
larger cities and villages to read and 
write, and send them into these villages. 
It is easier said than done—but it can 
be done. I have seen stout-hearted na- 
tionals do it in Calcutta, Bombay, Singa- 
pore, Madras and Ceylon. 

There’s a big bottleneck somewhere. 
For years on the mission field, while 
tramping jungle trails and plodding 


along on the hot dusty Indian roads, 
the thought kept coming to me—we are 
like a lot of little canary birds pecking 
away at Mt. Everest. How can we ever 
evangelize the world—the whole world— 
in our generation or in any other, by 
present missionary means and methods? 

We are not making effective and 
dynamic thrusts into the citadels of 
pagan governments and nations. Very 
few pagan monarchs tremble before us 
modern messengers, as Agrippa and 
others did before the dynamic ministry 
and messages of the early apostles. We 
Christians in America will never be able 
to affect the world for Christ until we 
affect our own nation for Christ. We 
“big city dwellers” particularly must con- 
sider our vast and sprawling metropolises 
as mission fields, and treat them as such. 

‘Our missionary candidates can be 
thoroughly and effectively trained in 
these big cities, and when they go over- 
seas they will be able to duplicate their 
work there. Here they can learn to go 
from office to office in the downtown 
areas and from house to house in the 
neighborhood areas. 

They can call on the city and state 
officials and present them with the 
message of Christ; they can preach to 
executives, heads of the entertainment 
world, publishers, editors, liquor dealers, 


union leaders and manufacturers. These 
leaders are also vulnerable to the gospel 
They are harassed by problems and just 
as lost in their sins as any barbarian. 
They are key people, and they are ap- 
proachable. A converted newspaper editor 
or top government official, could change 
the course of a whole city. 

It’s the “going” that does it—the going 
out after the lost, going outside the 
camp bearing His reproach. Jesus was a 
footman. He tramped the trails of life 
and met people right where they were 
He encountered and defeated devils. He 
showed His disciples how to do it, and 
He went with them. 

The Apostle Paul said, “Those things 
which ye have both learned, and re- 
ceived, and heard, and seen in me, do” 
(Phil. 4:9). He also told the elders at 
Miletus, “I have shewed you and have 
taught you publickly, and from house to 
house” (Acts 20:20). 

God told me to stay, and if He has 
told you to stay here with me, our job 
is to get out in our neighborhoods and 
cities and tell folks about Jesus Christ 
and live for Him. We are to do this on 
our own street corners, hotel lobbies, 
coffee shops, trains and busses. For we 
must do a better job in America if we 
are to do a bigger job overseas and 
throughout the world. END 





Isaiah overheard God asking, ‘Who will 
go for us. The call of God is not for the 
special few; it is for everyone.” 

All these factors added up did not per- 
suade me to go to the mission field. To 
let others go was easier. My prospects 
were bright: The choice was between a 
medical career or business with my 
father. I was engaged to be married to 
a fine Christian girl, and we planned to 
build a spacious home. Missionary serv- 
ice! Of course! We'd dedicate one wing of 
our dream house to entertain tired mis- 
sionaries on furlough. That was my plan 
and I asked God to bless it. 

But no blessing came. The heavens 
turned to brass and salvation’s joy left 
me. Not even prayer helped. It was a 
gloomy time. Finally I faced myself and 
realized I was a slacker. Self was in the 
saddle. I knew I should go, but an in- 
ward battle raged. Victory came when I 
said, “Yes, Lord.” I drove to Des Moines 
and told my fiancée that we would have 
to call things off—I was going to be a 
missionary. On the way home, at Omaha, 
I offered myself as a missionary candi- 
date. 

But I wasn’t on the field yet. First 
there was more training, then marriage 
(same girl). Six months before Pearl 
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Harbor, our passports to China were can- 
celled. After four years as a pastor in 
Lincoln, we left for Argentina. I believed 
then and I believe now, “the Lord told 
me to go.” 

For years I have urged that world 
evangelization be accomplished by the 
outgoing of multitudes of Christians to 
needy lands. Missionary societies send 
many, but others can go privately as doc- 
tors, lawyers, businessmen, farmers, la- 
borers, etc. Will it work? Yes, but there 
is more. “Geographical obedience” will 
only evangelize the world as it operates 
in lives crucified with Christ. Self. with 
all its sickening fruits, can flourish on 
any mission field. 

You say you are not sure God wants 
you to go? Inward dying permits you to 
know. It is the way to understand the 
good, acceptable, and perfect will of God 
for your life. Romans 12:1 and ‘2 tells 
you that your part is to present yourself 
to God, a sacrifice. You are to reckon 
yourself dead to desires, as dead as was 
any slain animal on the ancient altar. 
You surrender unto death any rights, 
present or future, to manage your life. 
This is your part and God's part follows: 
“vou may know” His will. 

A missionary bound for the Pacific is- 


lands was ridiculed by the boat’s captain. 
The scoffer said: “You will only die out 
there.” 

Replied the missionary, “We died be- 
fore we started.” 

This is life. Paul said, “I am crucified 
with Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not 
I, but Christ liveth in me” (Gal. 2:20). 
This is the royal road to earth's utter- 
most parts. Men dead to self tread the 
world shod with light. My friend, God 
wills for you a part in world evangeliza- 
tion. Claim it. “Be ye not unwise, but 
understanding what the will of the Lord 
is” (Eph. 5:17). 

One morning while on furlough I sat 
meditating at a lakeside resort in Minne- 
sota. The words “Ashes Only” on a metal 
container a few feet away indicated its 
use. But that morning those words took 
on wider meaning. I saw how truly they 
applied to everything which is not a part 
of world evangelization. Friend, note 
those words. Write them on your check- 
book, your automobile and your home. 
Write them on your clothing, your sports 
equipment, your business and your build- 
ings. All of these are “ashes only” unless 
given to God. World evangelization is 
what counts. God told me to go. What 
about you? END

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A Challenge To Senior Christians 


You Can Memorize the Scriptures 
By G. W. Playfair 


tT is a fact and greatly to our shame 
| that the Christian is more ignorant 
of the Scriptures than the Roman 


| Catholic of his tradition, the Jew of his 


Talmud, or the Moslem of his Koran. 
| Millions of Moslems are able to repeat 
the whole Koran, similar in size to the 
New Testament. But how many Chris- 
tians, even Bible students or preachers, 


| can repeat from memory the New Testa- 
| ment? Many Christians, fundamental or 


otherwise, are unable to repeat a single 
| chapter of the New Testament and many 
more, if asked to repeat a few consecu- 
tive verses, cannot do so. Others who 
regularly attend church, when asked to 
quote a promise from the Word, must 
reach for a Bible in order to do so! 

Why is it so difficult to turn the Mos- 
lem from his faith? Perhaps it is because 
he is so thoroughly instructed in his 
Koran from babyhood. One day I spent 
some time with an intelligent Moslem, 
pointing out the eye witness accounts of 
the death and resurrection of Christ, 
since he agreed that the eye witnesses 
of an account must be believed rather 
than those who were not present. After 
reading the passages in the Gospels in 
his own language, he turned to me and 
said, “I have nothing more to say. But 
the cord by which my father tied my 
heart to the Koran when I was seven 
years old is stronger than all you have 
said or all that I have read.” But he did 
promise to think it over. 

Does not the statement of this Mos- 
lem challenge parents to teach their 
children to reverence and to memorize 
the Word of God? Does not this show 
why children should be taught to commit 
to memory the Scripture? But parents 
are too busy and, for the most part, 
seem to have little concern for the 
spiritual life of their children and their 
early conversion to Christ. Perhaps this 
is the reason that 10,500,000 people have 


| become members of cults—and most of 


them within the past thirty years! What 


| will the next thirty years bring? 


| 


Older persons can also profitably mem- 
orize the Scriptures. The author became 
concerned at the age of 64 when he 
realized that passages read in the morn- 
ing seemed to leave him more quickly 
than had been the case earlier. He felt 
it was his age. He began to memorize 
the Scripture, but not with any thought 
of memorizing the New Testament. He 


| began with the Book of Hebrews. With 


that book committed to memory, he went 
from book to book with delight, until he 
had memorized from Hebrews to Revela- 
tion. Then he began with Philemon and 
worked backward until the only book 
of the New Testament he had not memo- 
rized was the Gospel of Matthew. All 





this took several years and it was ac- 
complished in the midst of a busy life. 
Necessarily he abstained from much 
other reading. 

In 1950, a blood vessel burst in his 
right eye and, in 1954, also in the left 
one, so he ceased memory work and with 
difficulty tried to keep reviewing what 
he had already mastered. 

In May, 1958, he was attending the 
Conference on Child Evangelism in Chi- 
cago. H. J. Taylor, president of the board 
of Child Evangelism Fellowship, opened 
the meeting with a challenge. He said 
he had begun to memorize the Scriptures 
with the Sermon on the Mount. He fur- 
ther told the conference that he repeated 
daily, from memory, fourteen chapters 
of the Scripture, including the Sermon 
on the Mount. 

The author went home from that 
meeting and before he went to sleep 
that night he had made a start on memo- 
rizing the Sermon on the Mount. He has 
now mastered the Book of Matthew, 
completing memorization of the New 
Testament. Since May, 1958, he has 
memorized on the average of nine verses 
a day, seven chapters a month. 

The point is that memorizing can be 
done even in old age! How much more 
effective and easier it is to memorize in 
childhood! 

You may ask how this is done. There 
is no “royal road.” It is simply a case of 
hard work; perhaps a verse at a time, 
and with difficult verses a phrase or a 
line or a short sentence at a time. 
Thoroughly master the verse, then link 
it with the second and then the third 
and the fourth, before undertaking a 
second group of verses. Review all, 
five or six days in succession, until 
they are thoroughly mastered. In some 
cases it may be necessary to repeat 
a verse sixty times (or ten times daily for 
six days) before it becomes your own. 
Repetition is essential! 

Some passages are extremely difficult 
to memorize, for example, Ephesians 
4:16 or Romans 7:15. Nevertheless, what 
looks formidable at the beginning of the 
week may be hidden in your heart by 
the end of that week. 

Do not set a time in which to complete 
a book or a chapter. Without the pres- 
sure of a deadline, memorizing is made 
easier. 

A suggestion for beginners: Begin with 
some easy chapters, such as Romans 12, 
I Corinthians 13, I Corinthians 15, the 
Book of Hebrews (13 chapters) or I Peter 
(5 chapters). Then work up to more dif- 
ficult assignments. 

Remember the words of the Psalmist: 
“Thy word have I hid in mine heart, that 
I might not sin against thee.” END

HE words in John 15 were spoken by 
the Lord Jesus Christ to eleven of 
His apostles after they had left the 
upper room to go out to Gethsemane. 
On the way they passed through a vine- 
yard. Here they paused and listened to 
the Lord as He made use of a grapevine 
to illustrate the new relationship that 
henceforth was to exist between Himself 
and His own. 

This relationship was to be corporate, 
vital and fruitful—corporate, in that His 
followers were to be acknowledged as 
one in Him and vital, in that His life was 
now to be manifested in them. It was to 
be fruitful, in that they were to be 
trusted with a mission, initiated by Him- 
self, and carried on in the power of the 
Holy Spirit—a mission that was to bring 
the message of salvation to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. It is to the various 
aspects of this new relationship that the 
Lord, in this chapter, addresses Himself. 


+ Jesus begins His illustration by saying, 
“T am the Vine, the true one.”’ The em- 
phasis must be upon the word true, be- 
cause of the use which the Old Testa- 
ment makes of the vine as a type of 
Israel (Ps. 80:8-19; Isa. 5:1-7; Jer. 2:21; 
Hos. 10:1). Jehovah had chosen the 
nation Israel to be His spiritual, fruit- 
bearing vineyard, but His people failed 
in the purpose for which He had set 
them apart. As a result, the Lord set His 
face against His original vineyard and 
threw it open to the ravaging of the 
nations. However, let us not forget that 
national Israel is still rooted in the Land 
of Promise, and, in the coming millen- 
nium, the Lord will “take away the 
rebuke of his people” and cause them to 
become a blessing in the midst of the 
earth. 

In the meantime, God the Father, as 
the Husbandman, has planted a new Vine 
in the earth. That Vine is the Lord Jesus 
Christ, the eternal Son of God, who 
became incarnate in human flesh to pro- 
vide redemption for lost mankind. So 
now all those redeemed to God by His 
precious blood are baptized by the Holy 
Spirit into the body of Christ, which is 
His church, and thus become branches 


of this living Vine. 

Christ, with His born-again followers 
as the branches, is the True Vine. The 
branches are many, yet they are all in- 
cluded in the one body. There is one 
true church of which Christ “is the Head, 
the Root, the Sustenance, the Life.” In 
Him the church is fully conditioned to 
fulfill the object for which it has been 
established: “to bring forth fruit unto 
God.” This it does both in its corporate 
capacity and in each individual as a 
branch. The Holy Spirit indwells the 
church and makes it fruitful unto all 
good works. It is wonderful to know that, 
as born-again believers, we are branches 
of this true Vine, and that spiritual fruit- 
bearing is the normal result of this 
blessed relationship. 

Apart from spiritual fruit-bearing, a 
branch is worthless as far as adding any 
glory to the true Vine. The Lord Jesus 
Christ emphasizes this fact by saying, 
“Every branch in me that beareth not 
fruit he [the Father] taketh away.” This 
must apparently refer to those who claim 
relationship to Christ by empty profes- 
sion, but who have never received Him in 
spiritual possession. 


+ FRUITFULNESS does not exist in mere 
activity but results from abiding in 
Christ. To be fruit-bearing Christians we 
must acknowledge the relation between 
the Vine and the branches. Jesus says 
“Abide in me, and I in you. As the branch 
cannot bear fruit of itself, except it abide 
in the vine, no more can ye, except ye 
abide in me.” If we are in Christ and 
Christ dwells in our hearts by faith, 
then, as a spiritually normal result, we 
will seek to live lives commensurate with 
our position in Him. As Christians we 
will devote ourselves actively to the pro- 
gram which Christ has entrusted to His 
Church—that of being witnesses for God 
in the world. 

What does it mean to abide in Christ? 
It means to live in and according to His 
Word. We are born again of incorruptible 
seed by the Word of God which liveth 
and abideth forever (I Pet. 1:23). It is 
the Word of God that keeps us assured 
of our perfect standing before God in 
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| Christ. The Word is God’s pruning knife 
|* keep us contained within His will. 

And, when hidden in our hearts, God’s 
Word keeps us clean. The life-producing 
| energy from the Holy Spirit may flow 
| freely to the bringing forth of fruit and 
|of more fruit and of much fruit, each 

amount in proportion to our growth in 

grace and in the knowledge of our Lord 
| and Saviour Jesus Christ. God expects 
| born-again Christians to be fruit-bearing. 
| Otherwise He will cast us forth as a 
| teenie to be withered and cast into the 
|fire of justifiable human scorn and 
| criticism. 

Our Lord makes it plain that without 
Him we can do nothing. But if we abide 
|in Him and His words abide in us, then 
we have unlimited access to the resources 
of His grace and can ask what we will 
with the full assurance of its being 
granted. Here then is the secret of an- 
swered prayer. It is conditioned by our 
abiding in Christ and His words abiding 
in us. 
| Believers may, indeed, ask for any- 
|thing (I John 5:13-15), because they 
| may go to God in prayer under any and 
all circumstances, but the certainty of 
| positive answers is proportionate to their 
|}union and communion with Christ. 
Prayers must always be uttered with the 
| heart response, “Thy will be done.” Lives 
| thus surrendered to the will of God are 
the special fruit-bearing branches of the 
true Vine, and through their “much 
fruit” the Father is glorified. Such con- 
secration leaves one’s discipleship un- 
questioned. Shall we not all challenge 
| our hearts to a more consistent life of 
communion with our Lord, that we may 
enjoy in the fullest measure our fellow- 
ship in Him? 

The motivating power of all true 
Christian service is love (I Cor. 13). 
Jesus says, “As the Father hath loved 
me, so have I loved you: Continue ye 
[abide] in my love .. . even as I have 
kept my Father’s commandments, and 
abide in his love” (John 15:9, 10). The 
ingredients of love are loyalty, obedience, 





vitality, enthusiasm. Love is more than 
a sentimental expression of emotionalism, 
which is usually associated with carnal- 
ity. Love is the motive that prompts us 
to seek the highest good of those who 
become the objects of that love. God’s 
love was so expressed toward us in the 
giving of His Son. “Beloved, if God so 
loved us, we ought also to love one an- 
other . . . If we love one another, God 
dwelleth in us, and his love is perfected 
in us’ [becomes the basis of our spiritual 
growth and maturity] (I John 4:11, 12). 

The commandment that fulfills all 
commandments is “Love one another as 
I have loved you” (John 15:12). “Love 
worketh no ill to one’s neighbor: there- 
fore love is the fulfilling of the law” 
(Rom. 13:10). Love, as loyalty, expresses 
itself in obedience. Obedience conditions 
the soul for the vital moving of the Holy 
Spirit in our lives. The shedding abroad 
of the love of God in our hearts by the 
Holy Spirit constrains us to enthusiastic 
devotion for the cause of Christ. 

All of this adds up to fruit-bearing as 
the normal expression of the life of the 
true Vine within the branches. Fruit- 
bearing brings fullness of joy. Joy evi- 
dences our communion with Christ. Com 
munion with Christ brings us into heav- 
enly friendship with that Friend that 
sticketh closer than a brother. 

Why has the Lord so loved us? Be- 
cause He wants us to share with Him 
in the glories of the coming day of 
harvest. He has chosen us and ordained 
us that we should go on bringing forth 
fruit and that our fruit should remain 
to our eternal credit. 


+ Wuat does our Lord mean by fruit? 
In Galatians 5:22-26 we see the fruit of 
God’s grace as produced by the Holy 
Spirit in the believer's life: 

Love—the grace that enlarges, the 
motive power of all true Christian serv- 
ice (John 13:34, 35; Rom. 5:5; I John 
4:19). Joy—the grace that enlivens, the 
spiritual effulgence of an unfettered life 
(John 15:11; 16:24; I Pet. 1:8; Jude 24).

These three Christian graces are ours 
through Christ as a manifestation of the 





Spirit’s indwelling presence. 

Faith—the grace that appropriates, the 
“title deed” to the spiritual resources of 
the kingdom of God (Rom. 1:17; Gal. | 
2:20; James 2:17; I John 5:4). Meekness 
—the grace that strengthens, spiritual 
power harnessed for service (Matt. 11:29; 
I Tim. 6:11; Titus 3:2; I Pet. 3:4). Tem- 
perance—the grace that overcomes, the 
Christian’s spirit of self-control (I Cor. 
9:25; II Pet. 1:6). These three Christian 
graces are the ones that we exercise 
toward Christ in yielding to the Holy 
Spirit. 

Now the fruit of the inner life ex- 
presses itself outwardly in service. This 
service is centered primarily in the 
fundamental purpose for which the Lord 
came into the world. According to His 
own announcement, He came to seek and 
to save that which was lost (Matt. 18:11). 
He came to gather out a people for His 
own name (Acts 5:14). He came to choose 
unto Himself a generation of saved 
human beings (Ps. 22:30; Isa. 53:11; I 
Pet. 2:9). He came to establish His 
Church as the agent of the Holy Spirit 
for disseminating the gospel throughout 
the world. He came as the true Vine to 
give His life to the branches for the 
perpetuating of His cause until He comes 
again. Anything that any Christian can 
do to help the Church to fulfill its soul- 
winning and soul-edifying ministry | 
bearing fruit for the Lord. | 

The program which the Lord has as- | 
signed to His Church is not pleasing to 
the world. Jesus forewarned His own of | 
this fact. The world system, promoted by | 
the fallen sons of Adam and now under | 
the control of Satan, hates the cause of | 
Christ. Therefore, those who become | 
separated from the world unto Christ | 
are subject to the world’s opposition. The 
world loves its own, but we who are born | 
of the Spirit must repudiate the lustful | 
characteristics of the world (I John 2:15- 
17). But the world also repudiates us | 
unless we conform to its ways. Against 
this the members of the body of Christ 

must be prepared. 

Our Lord Himself was and is being 
repudiated by the general world order. 
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But we must be true to our Saviour and 
Lord, let it cost what it may. True be- 
lievers have become joined untec the One 
whom the world rejects. What a wonder- 
ful thing to be chosen out of the world. 


| What a wonderful thing to be a witness 


for Christ in the world. The present 
world system will pass away and all the 
lusts thereof, “but He that doeth the 
will of God abideth forever” (I John 
2:17). 


+ Tuis fifteenth chapter of John closes 
with a special word of courage and com- 
fort. Although the Lord Jesus is now at 
the right hand of the Majesty on high, 
He has not left us orphans. The Holy 
Spirit is here. He indwells believers. He 
is here to testify of Christ. He empowers 


| us to bear witness also. He is in us and 


with us—with us as the divine Guardian, 
and in us through the impartation of 
His functioning gifts. These gifts are 
wisdom, understanding, counsel, might, 
knowledge, reverence, discernment (Isa. 
11:1-3). Our Lord, during His earthly 
ministry, possessed all of these gifts in 
conscious oneness with the Holy Spirit. 

These same gifts are directly related 
to the functioning activities of the 
church as set forth in the New Testa- 
ment, and they are essential to spiritual 
fruit-bearing. The Holy Spirit divides 
these gifts to individual believers “sev- 
erally as he will” (I Cor. 12:11). Paul 
emphasizes certain of these gifts in his 
letter to the Ephesians as follows: “But 
unto every one of us is given grace ac- 
cording to the measure of the gift of 
Christ....And he gave some, apostles; 
and some, prophets; and some, evange- 
lists; and some, pastors and teachers; for 
the perfecting of the saints, for the work 
of the ministry, for the edifying of thc 
body of Christ; till we all come in the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowledge 
of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of the 
fulness of Christ” (Eph. 2:7, 11). 

The Holy Spirit is in the world to bring 
the true church to its ultimate maturity.

clouds, to meet the Lord in the air: 
so shall we ever be with the Lord” (I 
Thess. 4:16-18). “Then shall the right- 
eous shine...in the kingdom of their 
Father” (Matt. 13:43), and our fruit- 
bearing will be rewarded in the full light 
of resurrection glory. END 
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STILL remember the sermon I heard 
many years ago by Dr. Emmet Mc- 
Gukin on “The Most Prevalent Sin 
Among Christians.” Dr. McGukin, 
then pastor of Knoxville’s First Presby- 
terian Church, emphasized the sin of 
partial surrender. 
Most of us recognize the validity of 
God’s prior claim, that we are to “seek 
. first the kingdom of God and his 
righteousness.” Yet how much of our 
lives is reserved for ourselves and with- 
held from God! There are so many de- 
mands on our time, energies and abilities 
that we find it difficult to put the work 
of our church and our personal service 
for the Master ahead of our jobs, our 
business and professional interests, our 
sports and pleasures and our social lives. 
Possibly the most difficult thing of all 
for many of us to surrender is our 
pocketbooks. This is easy to understand 
because the dollars we earn are life itself 
converted into spendable form, the end 
product of our time, our energies and 
our abilities. 


+ Gop wanted His people to remember 
always that He had first claim on their 
lives and possessions. So when He estab- 
lished the Jewish nation as a people set 
apart for Him, he made it clear that the 
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first tenth of their incomes belonged to 
Him and was to be used for His honor 
and glory. This law of the tenth or tithe 
was plainly set forth in Leviticus 27:30, 
32: “And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land or the 
fruit of the tree, is the Lord’s; it is 
holy unto the Lord. And concerning the 
tithe of the herd or of the flock; 

the tenth shall be holy unto the Lord.” 

God was very explicit in this com- 
mandment. They were to bring one-tenth 
of their crops and of the increase in their 
herds and flocks to the priests to be used 
in the tabernacle for the glory of God. 
And God emphasized the fact that this 
first tenth actually belonged to Him: 
“The tithe is the Lord’s.” 

Many years later, God rebuked the 
people for their indifference and failure 
to obey this law. God didn’t chide them 
for their lack of liberality; He accused 
them of robbing Him (Mal. 3:8), clearly 
implying that when they withheld their 
tithes they were keeping for themselves 
something which actually belonged to 
God. 

God, in His infinite wisdom, knew the 
problem we would face today. He knew 
how difficult it would be for us to sur- 
render our lives and our pocketbooks to 
Him. And He gave us this simple and

very practical plan of the tithe to enable 
us to remember always that He comes 
first. 


+ Gop’s Word contains many promises 
of blessing for those who are faithful in 
tithing. In Malachi 3:10, we read: “Bring 
ye all the tithes into the storehouse . 
and prove me now herewith ... if I will 
not open you the windows of heaven, 
and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it.” 

That God does “pour out a blessing” 
is the universal experience of tithers. I 
have spoken on tithing to many thou- 
sands of church members and have yet 
to meet one who faithfully tithed his 
income without receiving a real blessing 
In most cases, the blessing is financial 
as well as spiritual. Incomes and profits 
usually increase when believers put God 
first in their money making. 

Many years ago, a very 
Dallas jeweler offered $500 for the name 
of one Christian who faithfully paid God 
His tenth and did not prosper as well o1 
better on the nine-tenths as he did on 
the entire income. This reward was boldly 
advertised in a Dallas newspaper but it 
Was never claimed. 

But the spiritual blessing that comes 
to the tither is far more important than 
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| give 


The tithe belongs to God, but there are 


ways by which many Christians can 


invest still further in the service of their Lord 


any financial blessing. Putting God first 
in our money making brings the realiza- 
tion that our Heavenly Father is actually 
our partner in all that we do. It brings 
peace of mind for there is no need to 
spend sleepless nights worrying about 
life’s many problems when God is at the 
helm. “In all thy ways acknowledge Him, 
and He will direct thy paths” is a pre- 
cious promise that the tither can claim. 


+ But there’s another facet of tithing 
that also brings real joy to the tither’s 
heart. Jesus said, “It is more blessed to 
than to receive.” There isn’t any 
doubt about this. It is more satisfying 
to give than it is to get. The dollars we 
put into the offering plate help to spread 
the gospel of salvation in our communi- 
ties. The money we give to Christian 
schools and colleges assists in preparing 
young lives for Christian service. The 
gifts we send to our mission boards help 
carry the good news of Christ to distant 
tribes and people who, except for us, 
might never hear of Christ’s atoning 
death on the cross. These gifts make us 
realize that we are, in a very real sense, 
God’s partners, too. 

Several years after he started tithing, 
a Tennessee automobile dealer wrote: “I 
have learned that, by forming a partner- 
ship with Christ and paying more at- 
tention to spiritual things and less to 
material things, everything works out 
much better. I am much better off finan- 
cially now than I was before I started 
tithing, but even if I had less money I 
would continue to tithe, for it has been 
the source of my happiest Christian ex- 
perience. I have learned that being a 
partner with Christ and having the priv- 
ilege of handling a small portion of His 
business is worth more than all the world 
has to offer.” 

A farmer wrote: “There is an inner 
satisfaction from tithing that the irregu- 
lar and spasmodic giver does not receive. 
The nearer a Christian comes to obeying 
all the commands of God, the happier 
that Christian will be. God has wonder- 
fully blessed me, and I am now giving 
one-fourth of my income to Him and my 
joy is being multiplied.” 


+ For those of us whose income derives 
from wages or Salaries, figuring the tithe 
is easy. We simply set aside one-tenth 
when we receive our pay checks. The 
question is sometimes asked, “Should this 
tenth be on our total wages or on our 


| ‘take-home’ pay?” I feel that God’s share 





should come first—off the top and befor« 
deductions—and our federal government 
recognizes the validity of this by allowing 
us to deduct from our income gifts to 
churches, schools and colleges and char- 
itable organizations, up to 30 per cent of 
our total incomes and we only pay taxe: 
on the 70 per cent remainder. 

If we have our own business or are 
engaged in a profession, the tithe should 
be figured on the amount remaining 
after our business or professional ex- 
penses are deducted, on our net income. 
Usually we will know each month ap- 
proximately what our profits have been 
and the tenth can be set aside then. 

But if we are engaged in farming or 
an occupation where we do not know 
how much we have made until the end 
of the year, we should not deny ourselve 
the blessings of partnership over such a 
long period. We should estimate our 
-arnings and pay our tithe on the esti- 
mated figure as we go along. And if 
your occupation falls in this category, 
I would suggest that you estimate your 
profits on the high side rather than on 
the low side and have faith to believe 
that God will help your liberal estimate 
come true. 


+ IT is well to be systematic in our 
tithing—to separate God’s share as soon 
as the income is received. Some tithers 
put the money in a “tithe box” kept in 
a safe place in their homes. Others de- 
posit their tithes and offerings in a 
separate account at the bank. 

Coy Langford, a real estate salesman 
who worked for our company in the 30’s, 
opened a special bank account under the 
name of “Lord and Langford.” The 
telling of his story has resulted in many 
other “Lord and ——” accounts being 
opened. 

The main thing is to separate God’s 
share from the portion we retain for 
ourselves and to do this first, as soon 
as the money is received. 


+ Many churches today have more 
tithers in proportion to their membership 
than they had twenty years ago. This 
is due, in part at least, to the greater 
emphasis on Christian stewardship and 
proportionate giving in recent years. 
There are many elderly tithers who 
spent their early years without paying 
God the tithe that belonged to Him 
They might well consider investing some 
of their accumulated capital in the work 
of the Kingdom as a means of squaring

their account. Or, if their capital does 
not permit an outright gift, they could 
consider investing in an annuity through 
some Christian school, mission board or 


other qualified institution. This would 
allow some of their capital to work for 
God now and still provide them with a 
steady, guaranteed income for as long 
is they live. 


Surely every Christian ought to con- 


ider seriously his responsibility as a 
steward when it comes to drafting his 
will. He could insert a liberal provision 
for one or more of the institutions that 
he has been aiding during his lifetime. 


+ UNDER recent changes in our revenue 


laws, it is now possible to place income- | 


producing real estate or securities in a 
trust, directing that the annual income 
from the investments be paid to desig- 
nated, tax-exempt religious, educational 
or charitable organizations. Under this 
plan the giver does not have to pay any 
income tax on the income he has diverted 
to worthwhile causes. This is especially 
important for givers in the higher tax 
brackets. 

If you own real estate or stocks or 
bonds that have increased in value since 
you acquired them, it is possible to effect 
substantial tax savings by giving the 
veal estate or stocks or bonds instead of 
first selling them and giving the cash. 
Under this plan the giver avoids having 
to pay a tax on his profit. 

To illustrate, let us assume that you 
and your wife own stock that you have 
held for longer than six months. This 
stock cost you $40 per share and is now 
worth $100 per share. If you sell it and 
give the proceeds to your church, you 
will have to pay a long term capital gains 
tax on your $60 profit. 

If you give the stock instead of the 
cash, you will be able to deduct the same 
$100 gift from your income in figuring 
your tax as you would if you gave the 
cash, but you would save the capital 
gains tax which could be as much as 
$15 per share. 

The following table shows the worth- 
while savings that would accrue to a 
married couple giving real estate or 
securities which originally cost $40 but 
have increased in value to $100.

IN THE S'TuDY 


New Book on the Millennial Kingdom 


For three reasons, Dr. John F. Wal- 
voord’s The Millennial Kingdom is im- 
portant enough to deserve an extensive 
review, which I am here very happy to 
give. In the first place, it represents the 
position concerning these tremendously 
important and difficult subjects of the 
Millennium and the Kingdom that is 
emphasized at Dallas Theological Sem- 
inary. Here, above every other theological 
institution in this country, is the bulwark 
of dispensational teaching today. More 
serious consideration and more contin- 
uous study of the whole subject of bibli- 
cal prophecy have been carried on here 
during the last forty years than in any 
other seminary or Bible institute on 
either side of the Atlantic. 

In the second place, this book deserves 
careful study because probably no man of 
our generation, in this country, has given 
so much careful attention to the subject 
here discussed as has Dr. Walvoord. He 
has been writing on the Millennium for 
years and can speak with authority on 
the subject. 

In the third place, the subject itself 
is of cardinal importance. The author 
does not exaggerate when he says in his 
preface: 

“There is a growing consciousness 
within the church that premillenialism 
is more than a dispute on the twentieth 
chapter of Revelation, and that instead 
it involves a system of interpretation of 
the entire Scripture from Genesis to Rev- 
elation. 

“The doctrine of a future millennium 
on earth affects the interpretation of the 
Abrahamic covenant with its promise to 
Israel of inheriting the land promised to 
Abraham their forefather. It is by care- 
ful distinction of the premises made to 
Abraham, the promises made to Abra- 
ham’s physical seed, and the promises 
made to Abraham’s spiritual seed as con- 
tained in both the Old and New Testa- 
ments, that a full premillenial explana- 
tion is given of the Abrahamic covenant.

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“Even more specific in its relation to 
premillennialism is God’s covenant with 
David in which David is promised that 
his descendants would rule over the 
house of Israel forever. This covenant is 
reiterated several times in the Old Testa- 
ment and is specifically repeated to Mary 
in connection with the birth of Christ. If 
interpreted literally, it leads inevitably 
to the doctrine of a future reign of Christ 
on earth to fulfill these promises.” 

Later in the volume, Dr. Walvoord 
quotes Professor Pieters, a vigorous op- 
ponent of such views as our author holds, 
as follows: 

“The question whether the Old Testa- 
ment prophecies concerning the people 
of God must be interpreted in their ordi- 
nary sense, as other Scriptures are inter- 
preted, or can properly be applied to the 
Christian Church, is called the question 
of spiritualization of prophecy. This is 
one of the major problems in biblical in- 
terpretation, and confronts everyone 
who makes a serious study of the Word 
of God. It is one of the chief keys to the 
difference of opinion between premillen- 
arians and the mass of Christian schol- 
ars. The former reject such spiritualiza- 
tion, the latter employ it; and as long as 
there is no agreement on this point the 
debate is interminable and fruitless.” 

My own opinion, whatever that might 
be worth, is that when our author comes 
to the interpretation of the Abrahamic 
covenant of the promises to David and of 
the prophecies relating to the restoration 
of Israel, he is at his best, and that the 
principal value of the book will be found 
in these specific chapters. 

Let us take, for instance, his outline of 
the discussion of the Abrahamic cov- 
enant. The importance of the covenant 
is first stated, then the provisions, then 
the literal versus the spiritual interpre- 
tation, and then a discussion of “partial 
fulfillment as a proof of future fulfill- 
ment.” This is followed by ten pages an- 
swering in the affirmative the question, 
“Is the Abrahamic covenant uncondi- 
tional?” 

In his discussion of the promises to 
Israel, he thoroughly investigates the 





various meanings of the term “Israel” 
and then, of course, is compelled to dis- 
cuss Galatians 6:15,16. The chapter en- 
titled “The New Covenant with Israel” 
discusses with some fulness the applica- 
tion of Jeremiah 31:31-34 and the use of 
this passage in Hebrews 8. In fact, the 
entire central part of the book, pages 
139-219, is devoted to the various as- 
pects of prophecies relating to Israel. 

There are many subjects here quite 
thoroughly discussed, which one would 
not at first expect to find in a book the 
title of which is The Millennial Kingdom. 
Among these are the four concepts of the 
rapture of the Church, the great tribula- 
tion, the second coming of Christ, the 
Resurrection and the judgments. Dr. 
Walvoord believes in the literal interpre- 
tation of biblical prophecy, and—if I 
may add a personal word here—after 
teaching the Word of God for over forty 
years, twenty-two of which have been 
spent teaching English Bible in the 
Moody Bible Institute and Fuller Theo- 
logical Seminary, I myself am more con- 
vinced than ever that any scheme of 
prophetic interpretation, except that 
which takes these prophecies literally, 
only leads to chaos, to unsolvable prob- 
lems, to confusion and to contradiction. 

Before discussing some of the weaker 
points of this book (weak to me at least), 
may I say that Dr. Walvoord writes as 
we who know him would expect him to 
write, with courtesy, kindness and gen- 
eral fairness to his opponents, without 
bitterness and without name calling. 

My first adverse criticism of this vol- 
ume is in relation to the sequence of 
chapters. After an opening discussion of 
contemporary millennialism we have first 
a chapter on postmillennialism, then 
seven chapters (eighty pages) on amil- 
lennialism. This brings us down to chap- 
ter 10 and page 113. 

There now follow two chapters de- 
fending premillennialism. Thus it is not 
until we reach almost the middle of the 
book that Dr. Walvoord begins to discuss 
such deeply significant subjects as the 
Abrahamic covenant. 

In these opening ten chapters, Dr. 
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Walvoord is not particularly expounding 
| Scripture, except the relevant verses in 
| Revelation 20, but is developing argu- 
ments against anti-premillennial views— 


ty | which, of course, he has a right to do 


and should do. But in doing this he must 


quote from scores of writers, ancient and 


| cerning something over 160 references 


'to this literature. I am afraid that the 
| ordinary layman, by the time he reaches 
‘chapter 12, will find himself confused 
| with all this marshalling of references. 

What Dr. Walvoord should have done, 
it seems to me, is first to present the 
material he relegates to the latter part 
of the book, in which he develops with 
firmness the premillennial view and its 
bearing on the great themes of biblical 
doctrine. Then he should have discussed 
the history of the anti-premillennial 
schools. 

In this discussion of the prophetic 
views of the early church, there is con- 
siderable duplication in the pages de- 
voted to amillennialism in the ancient 
church and premillennialism in the sec- 
ond century. In the chapter devoted to 
the former of these two subjects, many 
will be disappointed that in these ten 
pages Dr. Walvoord has not quoted di- 
rectly from any of the literature of that 
period but has leaned entirely upon mod- 
ern authors who have treated this sub- 
ject. 

Dr. Walvoord makes a statement (page 
81) that I am convinced is contradicted 
by a great deal of modern literature. He 
| says: 
| “As contrasted to dispensational pre- 
millennialism, amillennialism tends to 
slight the doctrine of the body of Christ 
in ecclesiology as well as the distinctive 
basis of grace as the ground for the be- 
liever’s walk before God in this age. 
|}Even a casual survey of amillennial 
theologies will reveal the tendency to 
limit discussion to the matters of church 
organization, church ordinances, and the 
means of grace.” 

Now it so happens that a great number 
of important books, especially by British 
scholars, have appeared in this genera- 
tion, profoundly and vigorously setting 

forth the doctrine of the church as the 
body of Christ, by men who are definitely 
not dispensationalists or premillennial- 
ists. May I call attention simply to one 
of these, a volume of depth and learning, 
by one who builds his whole theology 
upon the Holy Scriptures. I refer to The 
Common Life in the Body of Christ, by 
L. S. Thornton, London, 1941. 

In reading Dr. Walvoord’s justifiable 
defense of many of the teachings of the 
Scofield Reference Bible, I would point 
out a fact which I have never seen re- 
ferred to in any volume written by a 
defender of Dr. Scofield, or in any vol- 
ume criticizing the Scofield Bible. I my- 
self did not discover this until about a 
year ago. In the exhaustive index to the 
'Scofield Bible, the word “millennium”

Bible students. 

“The dispensationalist does not con- 
sider the program of God for salvation 
as the sole purpose of God, and in fact | 
denies that some of the dispensations | 
are basically soteriological. The Mosaic | 
law under the dispensational approach, | 
while a way of life, is not considered a 
way of salvation. Heaven was not among 
its rewards nor was hell among its pun- 
ishments.”

ianism; Henry Varley’s Christ’s Coming 
Kingdom. and the now wholly disproved 
argument of the famous theologian 
Yale Divinity School, Samuel Harris 
The Kingdom of Christ on Earth, issued 
in 1874. (Dr. Chafer never tired of speak- 
ing enthusiastically of some of the great 
works on Theism by Professor Harris.) In 
discussing the views of Calvin, our author 
would have done well to consult the re- 
cently published scholarly work, Calvin’s 
Doctrine of the Last Things. 

I believe many others will join with me 
in regretting that Dr. Walvoord has not 
taken into consideration the very ex- 
tensive and very important literature on 
this question of the Millennium that has 
appeared in France and Germany since 
the beginning of this century. In the in- 
dispensable, monumental, recently pub-

| lished Oxford Dictionary of the Christian 


Church, the bibliography for Millenar- 
ianism consists of eleven important ref- 
erences and all of these are in German 
or French. The school of Biblical inter- 
pretation for which Dr. Walvoord stands 
(and most of his basic views are my 
views, too) is not going to make much 
upon the theological world 
of Europe unless the literature of these 
European scholars is mastered. To ignore 
them will not commend this premillen- 
nial position. 

The concluding sentence of this very 
article to which I am referring reads as 
follows: “Though millenarianism has 
never been formally rejected by orthodox 
Christianity, it may be doubted whether 
there is adequate justification for it 
either in Scripture or in Christian tra- 
dition.” Now this is a most unfair and 
inaccurate statement, and I hope in the 
days that are before us some literature 
will be produced defending the premil- 
lennial view which will persuade British 
and European and American theologians 
to reconsider this entire question. 

The bibliography should have been 
given very careful revision. Some of the 
literature here referred to, especially 
some pamphlets, are of a trivial nature, 
and fortunately are not considered in 
the text. A large number of authors in 
named in the 
On the other hand, a number 
authors frequently referred to in the text 
are not included in the bibliography, for 
example, Boettner and Niebuhr. No mat- 
ter what the reprint date might be for 
the edition of the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica which the consulted, 
should not give the date Harnack's 
famous article on the Millennium as 1950. 
Harnack had been dead twenty years by 
that time, and the date for the article is 
1910. 

The four volume work by Froom was 
not published in 1945 but over a period 
1946-1954. Whoever did 
Dr. Walvoord a great

There are no references in the index to 
Boettner, Millar Burrows, Oswald Allis

mer president of Dallas Seminary, whose 
writings are frequently referred to, Dr. | 
Louis Sperry Chafer, does not appear in 
the index! 

I have, intentionally, left the best pages 
of the book for final notice. Much of the | 
writing defending the millennial reign 
of Christ has been marked by a certain 
spiritual dryness. It is refreshing indeed 
to find toward the end of this volume, 
chapters on such subjects as “The Right- 
eous Government of the Millennium,” 
“Spiritual Life in the Millennium” and 
a chapter on “Social, Economic and: 
Physical Aspects of the Millennium.” 

What a blessed hope we have when we 
know, from the Word of God, that be- 
cause of the return and reign of Christ, 
this earth will experience universal jus- 
tice, genuine peace, the lifting of the 
curse that rests upon mankind, the glo- 
rious resurrection of the saints and at 
last, a new heaven and a new earth.

The Iniluence Of 
One University 

Though the book was published in 1950, 
it is only recently that I have begun the 
serious reading of what is without ques- 
tion the most important, scholarly, com- 
prehensive life of Martin Luther to ap- 
pear in our language during the last 
thirty years. I refer to the nine-hundred- 
page volume, Luther and His Times, by 
Dr. E. G. Schwiebert, magnificently pub- 
lished by the Concordia Publishing House 
of St. Louis, Mo. By their gracious per- 
mission I have been allowed to present 
the following quotation. 

Professor Schwiebert says at the be- 
ginning of this work that over 3,000 biog- 
raphies and treatises have been written 
about Martin Luther and his work, and 
they still continue to flow from the press. 
I had no idea that between 1517 and | 
1520, that is, before Luther was forty, 
some 370 editions of his writings ap- 
peared, selling as many as 300,000 copies. 

The most amazing revelation to me, 
however, in the earlier part of the book, 
concerns the tremendous influence of the 
the University of Wittenberg in the first 
half of the sixteenth century. Let our 
learned biographer speak here for him- 
self. 

“Nor did Martin Luther bring about 
the German Reformation singlehandedly. 
At his side labored twenty-two university 
professors, many of whom were equally | 
zealous to reform the church. When | 
Luther became convinced that ‘justifica- 
tion by faith’ was God’s plan of salvation, 
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he did not rest until he had won the 
whole faculty of the University of Wit- 
tenberg to this point of view. As will be 
this conversion 


| was accomplished between 1513 and 1518. 


“When, therefore, Luther nailed his 


| Ninety-Five Theses on the door of the 


Castle Church in Wittenberg, it was not 
as an isolated individual, but with the 
firm conviction that the entire univer- 
sity faculty wanted the matter of indul- 
gence abuses clarified so as to establish 


| a@ common principle of action in their 
| midst. This concerted action by the whole 


group caused the University of Paris to 
conclude a few years later that they were 
dealing not with one ‘viper, but a whole 
nest of vipers.’ The German Reformation 
was, then, an educational movement cen- 
tered in the University of Wittenberg 
“To be sure, the University was not 
yet Lutheran in 1517, but remained nom- 
inally Roman Catholic until Luther was 
pronounced a heretic by the Edict of 
Worms in 1521. After that, all the con- 
servative Catholic princes refused to 
support a school that kept on its faculty 


| a man condemned by both the Pope and 





the Emperor. The enrollment dropped 
tremendously in the next few years, owing 
to the withdrawal of Catholic support, 


| leaving only the converts to the reform 


movement. From this date, therefore, 
the Album, or matriculation book of the 
University of Wittenberg, became the 


mirror in which was reflected the spread 
of Lutheranism in Central Europe. 

“An examination of this interesting old 
record in the library at Halle, Germany, 
reveals that no fewer than 16,292 stu- 
dents enrolled at the University of Wit- 
tenberg between 1520 and 1560. Natu- 
rally, thousands of them left those hails 
of learning with their souls on fire for 
the new reform movement, which they 
had heard so ably expounded at the feet 
of Luther and Melanchthon. The location 
of these students on the map of Europe 
reveals that, even though most of them 
came from German lands, many of them 
came from England, France, Poland, the 


Scandinavian countries, and the Balkans. 


“Who is to measure the impact of these 


| thousands of gospel preachers and teach- 
| ers who returned to their home commu- 


nities and became apostles of the Luth- 
eran reform? The coming of the Refor- 
mation to each region, as reflected in the 
matriculation at the University of stu- 
dents from that territory, is a fascinating 


study.” 
How wonderful it would be if another 
university on the Continent, in Great 


Britain or in our own beloved land might 
be used of God once again, in these last 
days, to bring about a new reformation 
and revival of faith in the Word of God 
and in the gospel. I do not see any signs 


| of such, but with God all things are pos- 


| 


sible. 
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yHRIsTMAS Pathways” is a complete 
) Christmas program presenting chil- 

dren ranging in age from nursery to 
seniors. Its message is primarily for the 
Christian although it also presents the 
way of salvation. 

Throughout the program a large ban- 
ner or placard, bearing the words 
“Christmas Pathways,” should appear at 
the back of the platform. Beneath this 
should be three large posters, each with 
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an illustration and wording (See Fig. 1). 
These are made of poster board (approxi- 
mately 18” x 36”). The first poster bears 
a large print of Sallman’s “Head of 
Christ” or an open Bible across which is 
written, “I am the Way.” The second 
bears a picture of a church (outline 
drawing or magazine illustration) and 
the third, a blueprint, obtainable from a 
contractor or architect. 

Two sections of moveable scenery 
representing a stonewall are also used. 
These are made of poster or wall board 
mounted on frames approximately 3’ x 8’ 
and braced at the back to stand by 
themselves. Cover the sections with 
stonewall-type wallpaper (available at 
most wallpaper stores) or paint in stones 
with poster paint. 

As each part of the program is intro- 
duced, attendants move the wall toward 
the front of the platform and place the 
poster illustrating the theme on a flan- 
nelgraph easel between the two sections 
of the wall (See Fig. 2). These remain 
in the foreground during the Scripture 
and the song, after which the sections of 
wall are pushed to the rear of the plat- 


form and the poster is returned to its 
place. To avoid awkward breaks, detail 
three older boys, one for each piece of 
scenery, to move the scenery each time 

If church facilities permit, the choir 
should be seated in the choir loft or on 
risers at one side or in front of the plat- 
form. 

The narrator may be seen or unseen 
as preferred. The voice comes from a 
point near the platform. Care must be 
taken that the narrator is not in the way 
of those moving to or from the platform

(Abraham enters, dressed in long 
striped bathrobe. Bible turns to look at 
Abraham, then looks at Terry.) 

BIBLE: Terry, I would like you to meet 
Abraham, the father of our Jewish na- 
tion. 

ABRAHAM: Hello, Terry. When I was 
a young man I lived in the ancient city 
of Ur. The people of Ur worshiped idols. 
One day the true God of heaven called 
me to leave my people. He promised that 
if I would follow Him, He would make 
me the father of a great nation. I loved 
my people, but I decided to obey God. 
Because I was willing to follow God’s 
plan for my life, God kept His promise 
and blessed my descendants. They be- 
came the great nation of Israel from 
which Christ was born. I’m so glad now 
that I followed God’s plan for my life. 

(Abraham leaves and Joseph enters, 
dressed in his coat of many colors.) 
BIBLE: Now, Terry, let me introduce you 
to Joseph, the great-grandson of Abra- 
ham. 

JOSEPH: When I was a young man, 
Terry, Abraham’s family was already 
quite large. My father, Jacob, was the 
grandson of Abraham. My father gave 
me this coat of many colors, but my 
brothers were so jealous of me that they 
sold me to some slave traders. I won- 


| dered why the God whom I loved would 
| let this happen to me. Later, by a mir- 
| acle, I became prime minister of Egypt. 
| Then I was given wisdom to store up food 





for a famine which was to come. When 
the famine came, I was able to save not 
only the people of Egypt, but my own 
people as well. Then I knew why I had 
been sold into slavery. Only in this way 
could I have saved my people. This way 
God could fulfill His promise to Abra- 


ham and someday send a Saviour 
through the people of Israel. 
(Joseph leaves and Moses _ enters, 


dressed as an Egyptian prince.) 
BIBLE: Terry, this is Moses, the adopted 
son of Pharaoh’s daughter. 
MOSES: Terry. when I was your age, I 
lived in the palace of Pharaoh in Egypt. 
My real family was Jewish, but the prin- 
cess of Egypt adopted me. By this time, 
the Egyptians had forgotten all about 
Joseph and had made slaves of his peo- 
ple. I grew up with the best that life in 
a king’s palace can offer, but I wasn’t 
happy. I felt God was calling me to de- 
liver my own people Israel from the 
cruelty of Pharaoh. And God did use me 
to deliver my people and lead them back 
to their own land. Thus I became a part 
of God’s plan to preserve Israel so that 
Christ could be born of Abraham’s fam- 
ily. 

(Moses leaves and Ruth enters in East- 
ern dress.) 
BIBLE: Terry, I want you to meet a 
young woman named Ruth who lived 
long after Moses’ time. 
RUTH: Hello, Terry. Like Abraham, I 
lived in a heathen country—the land of 
Moab. I knew nothing of Israel’s God 
until I married into a Jewish family. 
After a few years, my husband and my 
father-in-law both died, so my mother- 
in-law decided to leave Moab and return 
to her people in Bethlehem. I wanted to 


know more about her God, so I went 
with her to Bethlehem. Soon I accepted 
my mother-in-law’s God, and I married 
another one of her people, a man named 
Boaz. I did not know it then, but by fol- 
lowing God, I became the great-grand- 
mother of King David. It was from this 
family that Jesus came. I’m very glad 
now that I found the plan which God 
had for me. 

(Ruth leaves and Jehosheba enters.) 

BIBLE: Terry, meet Jehosheba. She 
saved the family of King David from 
complete destruction. 
JEHOSHEBA: Yes, Terry. I am Jeho- 
sheba. My wicked sister was the mother 
of Ahaziah, the king of Judah. When 
Ahaziah died, she tried to kill all of his 
children so that she could take the 
throne. She thought she succeeded in 
this, but I stole the youngest child, 
Joash, and hid him in the temple with 
his nurse till he was old enough to be 
king. In time, he was brought out of the 
temple and placed on the throne in place 
of his wicked grandmother. So once 
more the family of David was preserved 
that Jesus might become the rightful 
heir to the throne of David. 

(Jehosheba leaves and Esther enters, 
dressed as a queen.) 

BIBLE: Terry, this is Esther, the queen 
who saved her people, the Jews. 
ESTHER: Though I am a Jewess, Terry, 
I became the queen of a heathen king 
in whose country my people were cap- 
tives. One day, Haman, a leader in our 
country and one who hated my people, 
persuaded the king to issue an order. 
All of my people would be killed for wor- 
shiping the true God and not the king. 
Because the king loved me so much, he 
saved my people and hanged Haman. 
So once more God saved His people, 
Israel, through whom the Saviour would 
come. 

(Esther leaves and Mary enters, dressed 
in white Eastern dress.) 

BIBLE: This is Mary. 

MARY: Many years after Esther, I was 
born of the family of Abraham and the 
royal line of David. My Jewish people 
had no king then but were under the 
rule of Rome. I planned to marry Joseph, 
a carpenter from Nazareth. While I was 
preparing for the marriage, an angel 
came to me and told me that I would be 
the mother of a child—the Saviour whom 
God would send. In spite of my fears, I 
said, “Behold, the handmaid of the Lord; 
be it unto me according to Thy word.” 
So I was the last person God used in His 
plan for the first Christmas. Through the 
years, God had watched over the family 
of the Saviour, and finally I gave birth 
to the Lord Jesus in Bethlehem. I'll al- 
ways thank God that I followed His plan 
for my life. 

(Mary leaves and Terry stands and 
slowly paces the platform.) 

TERRY: What a wonderful plan God 
had for sending His Son to earth to be 
our Saviour. I wish I had lived before 
the first Christmas so that I could have 
had a part in this plan. 

BIBLE: God has another plan for you, 


Terry. Christ has come and died and 
then risen from the dead. Our salvation

« Two little girls 
named Melody and 
Lyric were standing 
in a summer Bible 
conference dining 
hall some time ago.

The older little 
girl said confidently, “My name is Ted 
Roe and this is Gloria.” 

Actually, they were echoing the line of 
their parents whose ministry in preach- 
ing and song has been heard far and 
wide. Their latest release is a hi-fi album 
from RCA: THIS I KNOW—TED AND 
GLORIA ROE (RCA, LPM-1858). 

The cover picture shows the two of 
them holding hands by the Pacific Ocean. 
My first reaction, unfortunately, was 
“sentimentalism,” but inside the cover 
are songs based on the vital message of 
salvation and the testimony of God’s 
saving grace. The album consists essen- 
tially of vocal duets interspersed with 
some very appealing piano solos by 
Gloria. Two things make these duets dif- 
ferent from other male-female vocal 
combinations: depth of youthful sincerity 
and working from the piano. 

I think that folks on the west coast 
turn out a freer type of production gen- 
erally than those in some other areas of 
It is evident in these selec- 
tions both in personal singing style and 
in general rendition. There are some very 
Unworthy (a nice 
song with music written by Gloria) , Open 
Your Heart (an invitation number slight- 
ly out of character rhythmically), God’s 
Great Love (this is a refreshing chorus- 
style song with a real lilt), In Love with 
the Lover of my Soul (a lukewarm num- 
ber with a shaky delivery), l’ll Never Be 
Lonely (very singable), God Will Take 
Care of You, I need Thee Every Hour, My 
Choice, Jesus Is All the World to Me and 
others. 

These two people have a very effective 
ministry. Ted is a masterful speaker and 
they create a very striking effect. Their 
routines are almost down to a science. 
There is a good amount of the theatri- 
cal in their performance. Ted and Gloria 
are sharp, energetic, talented young peo- 
ple and I’m glad they belong to the Lord. 
I think their ministry will continue to 
have a definite place in gospel music, 
with a special appeal to young people. 


« This is a rather scintillating half hour 
of listening: DON HEGLAND at the 
Console of the Robert Morton Pipe Organ 
—RING THE BELLS OF HEAVEN (Cor- 
nerstone Records, S-11 LP). 

This is a gentleman with a very im- 
pressive appearance and talent as well. 


Content-wise, we hear a big theater or- 
gan complete with percussion, bird calls 
horses’ hoofs, harp, gongs, etc. (back-up 
lights and turn signals optional). Any- 
way, this is a very adequately equipped 
organ with a very adept handler. The 
music he plays is of the gospel song type 
and is treated very lightly with a theate: 
style. 

Don comes up with an interesting effect 
by using chimes out of rhythm behind 
his rendition of Ring the Bells. You'll get 
a kick out of the calliope chorus of Won- 
derful Grace of Jesus (sounds like an 
incongruity, doesn’t it?). The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic, complete with 
drums, is impressive. Certainly, a listener 
wouldn’t be bored with this album! 

This fellow is strictly a showman on 
this disc—and a capable one. My ears 
feet and emotions take readily to it. The 
heart isn’t moved, of course, because the 
expression doesn’t go that far down. Ob- 
jective view of Don Hegland’s work: 
excellent. 


« The distant pea! of a church bell sets 
the mood for this album: ON A CLEAR 
SABBATH MORNING, THE VESTRY 
CHOIR (Warner Bros., W-1239). Here is 
the sound of professionalism at work 
The album is produced by Scott-Texto: 
Productions of New York. The delivery is 
that of a forceful, expertly-voiced organ- 
ization supplemented by brass quartet 
and directed by Keith Textor. 

There is in this collection a cross sec- 
tion of favorite hymns and gospel songs 
of the past generation. Twelve standards 
from The Old Rugged Cross to God Be 
With You are heard. The brass lends a 
brilliant potent force to the choir in On- 
ward, Christian Soldiers, Stand Up for 
Jesus and Let the Lower Lights Be Burn- 
ing. There is a ladies’ trio heard in / 
Need Thee Every Hour and a male quar- 
tet in Softly and Tenderly. I like very 
much those occasional spots where the 
choir hums. It seems to give a brief rest 
from constant words. 

This is a very good aggregation with 
strict leadership. Everything seems to be 
done just right. The musicianship is 
readily evident. I’m reminded, however, 
of what Michaelangelo said to a young 
painter: “My son, everything is well done 
The colors are true, the work is excel- 
lent. It lacks only one thing: life.’’ This 
sounds to me mechanical, even though it 
is beautiful, because it seems to me to 
lack one thing: soul. I can’t even say 
why. However, for the very prominent 
attributes of this record, as I mentioned 
earlier, I’d recommend the Vestry Choir 
for your listening enjoyment. 

And I believe at this point we’ll close 
up shop for another 30 days. See you 
next month!

Acts 3:1-7, 11-16 

MEMORY SELECTION: Then Peter 
said, Silver and gold have I none; but 
such as I have give I thee: In the name 
of Jesus Christ of Nazareth rise up and 
walk.—Acts 3:6 


Keep in Mind 

1. The church was at first made up 
entirely of believing Jews who did not 
separate themselves from the synagogue 
and the temple. Three factors contributed 
to the ultimate severance: the hostility 
of the religious leaders to the gospel, the 
inclusion of Gentiles in the church and 
the destruction of the temple in A.D. 70. 

2. The activities of Peter are chiefly in 


| view in the earlier chapters of Acts, and 


we see John closely associated with him 


| in the first days of the church, just as 
| he had been during the days when they 
| accompanied Jesus in the flesh. How dif- 


ferent were these men, yet how rich their 


3. The gate Beautiful, leading into 
Solomon’s Porch, was a strategic loca- 


| tion for a beggar. His sorrowful condition 
| appealed to the pious frame of mind of 


the worshipers. 
Consider These Points’ 

1. The Sign 

(a) A beggar in abject poverty (v. 2). 
His poverty was not just financial. In- 
deed it is not unlikely that he made 
quite a good living from the alms of the 
people. His physical condition was piti- 
ful, but his acceptance of beggary as a 
profession made him poor indeed. 

(b) A preacher with ample provision 
(v. 6). The church is always in danger 
when money flows too freely. Peter with 
his lack of silver and gold had more to 
give needy men than had Pope Innocent 


| IV who boasted that the church could no 


longer say, “Silver and gold have I none.” 
Peter had something which the boasting 
cleric did not have—something which 
would deliver the beggar from his dis- 


| ability rather than support him in his 


disability. 

(c) A Saviour with adequate power 
(vv. 7, 8). This man had never stood on 
his feet in his life. Now, over forty years 
of age (4:22), in the power of the name 
of Jesus, he sprang to his feet, walked 
and leaped. It was no gradual return of 
a lost ability, nor did he lean hesitatingly 
on the apostles to steady him. It was a 
perfect work.

16). The explanation was simple. Here 
was a demonstration that Jesus was as 
much alive and active as before He was 
led forth to die on Calvary. This was the 
kind of thing He did when He walked 
among them. The use of a dead man’s 
name could not duplicate such signs 
Such a miracle spoke more loudly than 


‘words, affirming that God had raised up 


and glorified Jesus of Nazareth, His Son 

(b) Exhortation to the multitude (v 
19). This evidence that God had raised 
Christ from the dead cast their rejection 
of Him in a new light. They and God 
were on opposite sides with respect to 
this man Jesus. They had said, “Away 
with him!” God, by raising Him from the 
dead, had set Him forth as His Son, the 
promised Prince. Repentance was cer- 
tainly in order. Only a complete reversa! 
of their attitude to Jesus could assure the 
blotting out of their sins. 

(c) Expectation of the Messiah (v. 20). 
We have not seen the last of Jesus Christ, 
nor has Israel seen the last of Him. The 
heavens have raised Him, but, in keeping 
with the voice of the prophets, He will 
again come forth, and all men shall see 
Him, including Israel. To that day God's 
providences are leading all things. It is 
the second great focus of history. 


Apply These Truths 

1. The resources of His name are not 
exhausted. He still works from the 
Throne for those who believe on Him. Do 
not be afraid to apply His name to man’s 
great need. 

2. Support a man in his ability, and 
you will end in disillusionment and frus- 
tration. Save a man from his inability, 
and you have a permanent accomplish- 
ment. The gospel makes men new.

1. The Sadducees, mentioned in the

They are 
thought to have been descendants of 
Zadok, the high priest; and indeed the 
high priesthood was vested in that group. 
They were wealthy and influential. Theo- 
logically, however, they were exceedingly 
liberal, being quite anti-supernaturalistic. 
In Acts 23:8 we are told that they be- 
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lieved in neither the resurrection, angels 
nor spirits. 

2. In verse 6 of our lesson. Annas is 
referred to as the high priest. In John’s 
Gospel we are told that Caiaphas was 
the high priest and that Annas was his 
father-in-law. It is evident that Annas 
had occupied the official seat, and even 
when his son-in-law succeeded him he 
was still the virtual high priest. 

It is interesting that, when our Lord 
was arrested. He was taken to Annas first 
and then to Caiaphas. Peter and John 
faced the same group of powerful leaders 
that condemned the Lord. 


Consider These Points 

1. Arrested (Acts 4:1-4). Peter and 
John were taken into custody, not be- 
cause they had healed a lame man, but 
because they were preaching the resur- 
rection, for which doctrine Jesus, risen 
from the dead, was their supreme evi- 
dence. This, of course, hurt the Sad- 
ducees. They denied the doctrine of the 
resurrection and therefore were deter- 


mined to stamp out all testimony and | 


evidence of the raising of Jesus, whose 
death they themselves had _ brought 





about. Their unbelief closed their minds | 


to evidence, and it is still true that un- 
belief refuses to be shown. 

2. Examined (vv. 5-12). Now here is a 
strange situation. While they were ar- 
rested because of their preaching, they 
were questioned not about their preach- 
ing but about the healing of the lame 
man, an action against which no ac- 
cusation could be laid. The question 
asked by the Sanhedrin (v. 7) 
Peter beautifully. It gave him exactly 
the opportunity he desired. Because of 
it, his testimony concerning Christ was 
given in the light of a deed which dem- 
onstrated the fact that Jesus was alive. 
Notice that Peter’s answer to the ques- 
tion is no apology ‘in the popular use of 
the term), but it was dogmatic theology. 
Not only did he affirm the resurrection 
and unique saviourhood of Christ, but he 
put the members of the Sanhedrin, the 
leaders of Israel, in the position of op- 
ponents of God. Their act in crucifying 
Jesus Christ is shown to be completely 
contrary in the face of the fact that God 
raised Him from the dead. The examina- 
tion became a great and noble testimony. 

3. Threatened (vv. 13-22). Notice the 
dilemma of the court. The proof of all 
that the apostles spoke was standing be- 
side them in flesh and blood—a man born 
lame, now over forty years of age. in- 
stantly whole in the name and by the 
power of Christ. Not only did the court 
have no evidence for action against the 
apostles, but they had the mind of the 
populace to reckon with. Jerusalem was 
ringing with the glory of God. But some- 


thing had to be done, the court must 
exercise its authority. So with threats 
they issued their command to the 
apostles to desist from teaching in the 
name of Jesus. 

Now these leaders of Israel were ac- 


customed to have men bow before their 
authority. They had even bent the Ro- 
man will to their demands. But here are 
two simple fishermen, armed with the | 
name of Jesus, standing up before them | 
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in quiet but unmistakable defiance. Yet 
their defiance was based upon a prin- 
ciple which the Sanhedrin itself could 
not deny. They were bound to acknowl- 
edge that men should obey God rather 
than men (v. 19). But godly principle 
meant nothing to them. Their only an- 
swer was further threatening. That also 
is the way of unbelief. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Have your answer ready. Peter and 
John had theirs ready because they were 
so sure that Christ was alive. See I Peter 
3:15, and then give all diligence to arm 
yourself with the answer of intelligent 
and instructed conviction. 

2. Theoretically we admit that we 
ought to obey God rather than man, but 
are we prepared to carry through on that 
principle? If the Church today acted on 
that basis, we would again see the world 
turned upside down. 

3. The best “apologetic” for Jesus 
Christ is demonstration. Are we produc- 
ing what men cannot deny (v. 16) ? 


November 1 
The Fellowship of Believers 
Acts 4:27-32; 5:12-16 

MEMORY SELECTION: And the multi- 
| tude of them that believed were of one 
| heart and of one soul: neither said any 
of them that ought of the things which 
| he possessed was his own; but they had 
all things common.—Acts 4:32 


Keep in Mind 

1. The communal practice of the early 
church is nowhere indicated as a princi- 
ple to be followed by all believers, to say 
nothing of all men. It met a pressing 
need of the hour, but it was too artificial 
and too open to abuse to be established 
as a permanent mode of operation. 

2. A careful comparison of the story 
of Achan in Joshua 7 and that of Ananias 
and Sapphira in Acts 5 will reveal inter- 
esting and instructive similarities. The 
sin of Achan threatened the victorious 
advance of Israel in its beginnings, while 
that of his New Testament counterparts 
imperiled the early church. Stern meas- 
ures were taken in both cases to warn 
all others of the seriousness of covetous- 
ness and hypocrisy. 


Consider These Points 

1. A spontaneous expression of Chris- 
tian fellowship (4:32-37). It -’as the one 
heart and the one soul, coupled with a 
present need, which led these early 
Christians to have all things common. 
This is a far cry from modern commu- 
nism which operates on the basis of 
force, seizure and the supremacy of the 
state. Barnabas was not the victim of a 
real estate steal on the part of the 
church. His action was voluntary, spon- 
taneous and free. These men and women 
belonged to each other because they be- 
longed to Christ. Therefore the need of 
one was the need of all, and the fulness 
of one was the fulness of all. How this 
fellowship should be most helpfully ex- 
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pressed was to be a matter of experience. 
put the first expression was the creating 
of a common treasury. 

2. A disastrous expression of studied 
hypocrisy (5:1-10). It was soon discov- 
ered that even the church of Christ, 
made up of imperfect saints at various 
stages of sanctification, was not equal to 
the strain of such a practice. There were 
those among them who wanted the name 
and fame of generosity, provided they did 
not have to pay full price for it. So 
Ananias and Sapphira put on an act. 
They went through the same motions as 
Barnabas, but they planned not to let 
it cost them too much. They “kept back 
part of the price.” Now that itself was 
not sin (v. 4). It was their pretence that 
made them guilty. 

But dealing with Spirit-filled men is 
dangerous business. Hypocrisy and deceit 
are quickly discovered. Husband and wife 
alike heard themselves pronounced guilty 
of lying to God, and the thanks they 
received for their “generous offering” 
that day was an untimely grave. The 
tragedy was that husband and wife had 
supported each other in this studied plan 
to deceive the church and earn a cheap 
name. 

3. A triumphant expression of spiritual 
power (5:11-16). If the hypocrisy of 
Ananias and Sapphira had not been dealt 
with or had been smoothed over, these 
verses would not be in the record. A 
church that does not know the fear of 
the Lord, a church that people join light- 
ly, is not a church where the needs of 
men are being met and the mighty 
works of God accomplished. We are re- 
minded of the cleansing of the temple in 
Matthew 21:12, 13, immediately after 
which we read, “And the blind and the 
lame came to him in the temple; and 
he healed them.” Is it not surprising 
that the church which people dared not 
join (v. 13) experienced a tremendous 
increase (v. 14)? We make it easy for 
people to join, and they have no interest 
in us! 


Apply These Truths 

1. Your possessions are not yours to 
buy comfort or fame but are a steward- 
ship for which you must give account to 
God. 

2. Simulated piety is a deadly disease. 
See that your piety is inwrought—a work 
of the Holy Spirit. 

3. A disciplined church is an effective 
church. 


November 8 
Supreme Allegianee to God 
(Temperanee) 

Acts 5:27-42 
MEMORY SELECTION: We ought to 
obey God rather than men.—Acts 5:29 


Keep in Mind 

1. The Pharisees, successors of the 
Chassidim, came to prominence as a 
distinct sect in the second century B.C. 
The name, given them as a taunt by 
their critics, signifies separatists. Their 
aim was to establish the observance of 
the law, both written and oral, among 
the Jews. Their punctilious care in mat- 
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ters of detail was not always matched | 


with ethical values, so the sect became 
riddled with hypocrisy (Matt. 23:13-36). 

2. Gamaliel, grandson of the famous 
Hillel, was a noted teacher among the 
Pharisees. His seat on the council (San- 
hedrin) gave him considerable influence. 
Saul of Tarsus (later Paul the apostle) 
was his most illustrious student. 


Consider These Points 

1. The confused clamor of the council 
(vv. 27, 28). The dilemma of this Jewish 
council must have been evident to all. 
They were embarrassed by the miracle of 
the healing of the lame man (ch. 3), by 
the unabashed boldness of the apostles 
(4:13), by their evidently miraculous 
deliverance from the common jail (5:19), 
by the rapid spread of the teaching 
(5:28) and by the increasing response of 
the populace to that teaching (5:14). 
‘The men who had shouted before Pilate, 
“His blood be on us and on our children” 


(Matt. 27:25), are now whining, “Ye... | 


intend to bring this man’s blood upon 
us” (v. 28). They really had a case of the 
“jitters,” and that was driving them to 
extreme and desperate action. 

2. The courageous confession of the 
apostles (vv. 29-32). At the previous hear- 
ing Peter and John had appealed to the 
moral and spiritual judgment of the 
council (4:19). Now, seeing that the 
judgment of these men was warped by 
their wicked determination to destroy 
the testimony of Jesus, the apostles laid 
down the rule of action as a moral dogma 
—“We ought to obey God rather than 
men” (vy. 29). From that they proceeded 
to repeat their testimony. The Jewish 
leaders, by delivering Jesus to death, had 
acted contrary to God, but God reversed 
their action by raising Him from the 
dead. This Jesus was not in the grave. 
He was at God’s right hand, “a prince 
and a saviour,” granting repentance and 
forgiveness. See the implied offer to these 
Jewish leaders, if only they would be- 
lieve! This witness was not just that of 
men. It was the testimony of the Holy 
Spirit, speaking through men, and con- 
vincing consciences of the truth. This 
activity of the Holy Spirit accounted for 
the miraculous accompaniments of the 
message, and for the steady increase of 
believers. The Sanhedrin never had it 
so direct and clear. They, not the 
apostles, were now standing at the bar of 
judgment. 

3. The conciliating counsel of Gamaliel 
(vv. 33-40). The haste and heat of the 
council were restrained by the moderat- 
ing advice of this respected rabbi. But 
where had Gamaliel been when Nicode- 
mus raised a lone voice in defence of 
Jesus (John 17:50-52)? Where was he 
when the Sanhedrin delivered Jesus up 
to Pilate? Was he beginning to have a 
change of mind? Had recent events made 
him suspect that they were in error? 
Was he inclined to believe the testi- 
mony of the apostles? Or was this a 
political expedient? Did he simply want 
to wash his hands of any further in- 
volvement in this matter which seemed 
to be charged with dynamite? At any 
rate, he was listened to, and the apostles 
got off with nothing more than the lash 
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| —not enough to close their mouths!

| Apply These Truths 

| 1. If we had to take a beating for 

| Christ’s sake, would we rejoice to be 
| counted worthy, or would we go grousing 
| about our evil lot? 

2. When Cobb came to John Bunyan in 

| prison to persuade him to give up his 

unauthorized preaching and so secure his 

| liberty, the tinker-preacher replied, “Sir, 

| the law hath provided two ways of obey- 
ing: the one to do that which I in my 
conscience do believe that I am bound to 
do actively; and where I cannot obey 
actively, then I am willing to lie down 

| and suffer what they shall do unto me.”

November 15 
Faithful Unto Death 
Acts 6:8-15; 7:58-60 
| MEMORY SELECTION: Be thou faith- 
| ful, unto death, and I will give thee a 
| crown of life-—Revelation 2:10 


Keep in Mind 

1. The Grecians and the Hebrews men- 
tioned in Acts 6:1 must not be thought 
of in terms of Gentiles versus Jews. The 
Grecians were rather Hellenistic Jews 
who had come to Jerusalem from the 
| Greek world, the Hebrews were native 
Palestinian Jews. Between these two 
groups there was bitter rivalry. The 
Christian gospel reached both, but the 
converts brought the old rivalry into the 
church. This is the background of the 
difficulty which arose in connection with 
the distribution of bounty, necessitating 
reorganization in the administration of 
the affairs of the church. 

2. In 6:9 we read of the synagogue of 
the Libertines. These were Jews who 
were also free men, or Roman citizens, 
like Saul of Tarsus (later Paul the 
apostle). It is noticeable that those who 
shared this synagogue were from the 
Grecian world. They were unwelcome in 
the stricter Palestinian synagogues 
Stephen, being a Hellenistic Jew, if we 
may judge from his name, found his 
place of ministry in this synagogue. 


Consider These Points 

1. Stephen, the deacon (6:1-7). Be- 
cause of pressure of duties, the apostles 
undoubtedly gave less attention to the 
distribution of the fellowship fund than 
would be necessary for strict equality. 
The neglect of the widows of the Hel- 
lenistic group was not intentional but 
very unfortunate. To meet the rising 
dissension, the apostles proposed the 
election and the appointment of seven 
trustworthy men whose first duty in the 
church would be the care of this minis- 
tration. One of the seven was Stephen, 
“a man full of faith and of the Holy 
Ghost.” This is frequently regarded as 
the origin of the office of deacon. 

2. Stephen, the debater (6:8-10). But 
Stephen was too full of the Holy Ghost 
and too full of the gospel to be re- 
stricted to serving tables. He had learned 
the art of debate, and his contact with 
| the Hellenistic Jews in the synagogue of 
| the Libertines presented a wonderful op-

portunity to defend the claims of Christ 
against the prejudices of his unbelieving 
brethren. The best talent that the syna- 
gogue could master was no match for 
the convincing arguments of this Spirit- 
filled deacon. However, it is one thing to 
win an argument, but quite another thing 
to win a soul. These unbelieving Jews 
were silenced in debate, but they were 
none the less unbelievers. 

There is, of course, only one thing to 
do with an opponent who beats you in 
argument, but whose arguments you are 
unwilling to receive—destroy him! At 
least so the Jews thought. 

3. Stephen, the defendant (6:11-7:53). 
So Stephen found himself before the 
council to answer false charges. In some 


respects his trial was like that of his | 
Lord. It had little semblance of legality, | 


but it was very different in one respect. 
While Christ was for the most part silent, 
making no attempt at defence, Stephen 
launched into a iong statement which at 
once refuted the charges against himself 
and turned the accusations of Scripture 
against his judges. 
showed the consistent resistance of the 
Jews against the purposes of God, cli- 
maxed in the betrayal and martyrdom 
of the just One. 

4. Stephen, the dying (7:54-60). The 


plain preaching of Stephen only fanned | 
the fury of the council, and when he | 


affirmed that he saw Jesus on the right 
hand of God, they lost all restraint. 
Without waiting for a formal indictment, 
they stooped to mob violence. So Stephen 
who had faithfully witnessed with his 
lips now witnessed with his death, be- 
coming the first Christian martyr. Here 
he showed himself most like his Lord, 
praying for his murderers and commit- 
ting his spirit to the care of the Lord 
Jesus. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Do not muzzle a deacon. He may 
have the stuff of a preacher and a 
martyr in him. We need teaching deacons 
as well as teaching elders. 

2. Winning arguments is not the ulti- 
mate answer. Stephen’s arguments did 
not convert Saul of Tarsus, but the sight 
of Stephen dying never left him till he 
cast himself at the feet of the Saviour. 

3. Following Christ can mean martyr- 
dom in the twentieth century as well as 
in the first. The best preparation for 
martyrdom is given us by the apostle 
Paul in II Corinthians 4:10 and Galatians 
2:20. If we have died with Christ, it will 
not be hard to die for Him.

We soon find that this lesson is one of 
the most difficult to learn. Once learned, 
it needs to be relearned a thousand times 
in our lives.

To neglect the gnawing hungers of 
the soul is to invite disaster. In the end 
the satisfaction of physical desires and 
longings matters only for a time. What 
will matter is how sufficiently and fully 
the hunger of the soul has been met. 
Well, which are we more interested in 
satisfying? Perhaps we could tell by tak- 
ing note of the time we devote to the 
various pursuits of life, by the decisions 
we make relative to the use which we 
| make of our talents and means, by count- 

less little things which make the picture 
complete, showing that ‘the real hunger 
of the soul gets precious little attention. 
But the man who feeds on the soul- 
| strengthening word of a gracious God, 
| that man has found through faith in 
Christ a satisfaction which nothing else 
| can give-—The Adoring Heart

N the preceding lesson the author de- 

fined and described a holy life as a 

pathway in which many Christians 

have found great blessing. joy, peace 
and power. Those desiring this life, he 
emphasized, must (1) already know 
Christ as personal Saviour, (2) accept 
the Bible as the Word of God and desire 
to obey it, and (3) earnestly desire to live 
a holy life regardless of cost. Ask yourself 
if you have met each of these conditions. 
If you can honestly say “yes” to each 
one, you are ready to study Lesson Two. 
If you have doubts or hesitation, ask 
God to settle the problem before going 
on. 


I. Consciousness of Sin 

In the search after holiness in which 
we are engaged, our first duty is to find 
what has hindered us in time past and 
what is hindering us now. That we have 
been hindered, we acknowledge. [We are 
not what we ought to be; we are not 
what we might be.] We are sorrowfully 
conscious that our Christian experience 
hitherto has been full of disappointment. 
We are not as holy as we hoped we 
should be when we chose Christ. 


What has hindered our progress? That 
we must now discover. God’s first call to 
the seeker after holiness is a call to self- 
examination. He demands that this work 
be done with uncompromising thorough- 
ness. There must be no covering up of 
corners where forbidden things lie. There 
must be no excusing sin by calling it 
infirmity. No pride of past spiritual ex- 
perience must be allowed to hinder the 
severity of our search. 

We must let God reveal to us the very 
worst about us and must confess with 
shame and sorrow the sin He discovers. 
To profess to be what we are not is fatal 
to holiness. Our only hope of improve- 
ment lies in our being absolutely honest 
with God about our present condition. 


Il. Contamination of Sin 

At the Old Testament Passover times, 
when God was coming to His people with 
special blessing, the command went forth 
to the Jews, “Purge your houses of leaven. 
Let no leaven be found in them.” This 
command was most jealously obeyed. The 
Jew knew that blessing could not come 
into the house where leaven was toler- 
ated. It displeased God. and kept God 
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out. So no room was left unswept; every 
nook and cranny in which leaven might 
lodge was carefully searched with lighted 
candles, and all the leaven found was 
gathered and cast out. 

Even after this was done, lest any 
should have escaped the search, the Jew 
had a formula which was called the 
execration of the leaven by which he 
said, as it were before God, “I have done 
what I can to remove the leaven; if there 
be any more in the house, I curse it, and 
disown it altogether.” 


Ill. Confession of Sin 

What the Jew did we must do. If we 
wish the Lord to come into our lives in 
fullness of blessing, we must search those 
lives with jealous care, to discover all 
in them that is likely to offend Him, and 
by His grace we must cast it out. Even 
after this is done, there must be no 
boasting that our lives are clean, but 
rather, in the consciousness that we do 
not know how far we have sinned, a 
humble, chastened waiting on Him that 
He may cleanse us. To this work of ex- 
amination we now set ourselves. “Let us 
search, and try our ways, and turn again 
unto the Lord.” 


A. Our Secret Life 

Each of us lives a life which only God 
knows and sees. It is a life of thoughts 
which never find expression; of ambitions 
which are never realized; of resolutions 
which are never performed. It is a life 
of whose existence our dearest ones may 
never have dreamed—a life that we live 
alone. Yet how much sin there is in it! 
When the light of God falls into those 
secret chambers of ours, no wonder we 
start as if we were stricken, for we see 
what it reveals. 


1. Evil thoughts. First there are evil 
thoughts about God; murmurings at His 
dealings; rebellion against His will; com- 
plainings against the place in which He 
has put us; thoughts sometimes so dark 
that if expressed they would find fit 
expression in words of blasphemy; 
thoughts never uttered to others, but 
only whispered in the silence of the 
soul, evil thoughts about men, angry, 
envious, spiteful, malicious; thoughts 
whose full expression in words would be 
cursing, and in deeds murder. That they 
do not find such expression is due only 
to the grace of God within us. 


2. Evil imaginations and desires are 
found in our hearts. Imaginings are 
there, impure and unholy, sometimes 
cherished and gloated over—imaginings 
that appear with terrible vividness in our 
dreams. And these imaginings are fol- 
lowed quickly by strong and passionate 
desire that might find its outcome in 
foul and unclean acts were it not for 
the restraining influence of God’s Spirit. 

These are two forms in which the 


leaven of sin appears in these secret 
chambers of our life. But our Lord, in 
His description of the heart, tells of 
others. We shall read it, praying that 
as we read it, we may be broken down 
before God and all our pride and 
wretched self-conceit removed. “From 
within, out of the heart of men, proceed 
evil thoughts, adulteries, fornications, 
murders, thefts, covetousness, wickedness, 
deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foolishness” (Mark 7:21). 
What an awful discovery God’s holiness 
makes when it shines on us! There is 
leaven, there is sin in our secret life, 
and it has hindered us in our pursuit of 
holiness. 


B. Our Daily Life 

1. Reading habits. Reading occupies a 
large portion of our time and exercises 
a great influence on our life. Books in- 
fluence us, and sometimes the influence 
is not good. In the books we have been 
reading, we may discover the secret of 
much mischief. You may have noticed a 
decay in your spiritual life. You have 
less joy in Christ than you used to have, 
less zeal in His service, less freedom and 
power in prayer. 

This may be the explanation. You have 
been reading skeptical books, in which 
dishonor is done to Christ and to the 
Word of God, until unbelief has crept 
into your heart and drawn you away 
from the living God. Or you have been 
reading general literature, books of all 
kinds, good and bad, helpful and harm- 
ful, until they have almost crushed the 
Bible and books of devotion out of your 
life. What wonder then if there is decay 
and defeat in your life! You have been 
poisoning your mind, and at the same 
time neglecting the divine antidotes; 
you have been feeding on husks and 
starving your soul by refusing to feed 
on the heavenly manna. Today, as we 
hear our Lord say to us, “Consider your 
ways,” let us take Him to our bookshelves, 
and ask Him to cast out all that dis- 
pleases Him. 


2. Listening habits. What has been said 
about our habits of reading applies per- 
haps even more to our habits of listening 
to the radio and watching television. 
Nothing will wither the fragrance of 
the Christian life or destroy our appetite 
for spiritual things more quickly than 
indiscriminate radio and TV _ habits. 
Have we been listening to programs that 
detract from the glories of the Man of 
Calvary? Have we been sitting hours on 
end looking at scenes which are not 
honoring to the Lord Jesus? Are our 
Bible and prayer closet being neglected? 
Once again, as the Lord calls us back 
to a closer walk with Himself today, let 
us take Him to our radio and television 
sets and ask Him to be absolute Lord in 
this area of our lives. 
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3. Eating, drinking and dressing habits. 
To speak of these things as having to do 
with holiness may seem strange to some. 
Many will resent the mention of them, 
but our self-examination must be thor- 
ough. Our Lord, long ago, warned us that 
the questions, “What shall we eat? What | 
shall we drink? Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed?” might occupy too prominent | 
a place in the hearts of His people. And | 
without doubt they do 

Self-indulgence in these matters is 
one of the greatest hindrances to per- 
sonal holiness. How it must grieve the 
Lord Jesus to see the tables of His people 
loaded with useless luxuries. when thou- 
sands of the poor whom He left as a 
legacy to His Church are almost perish- 
ing for want! How sad the heart of 
Christ must be to see Christians indulg- 
ing themselves in the use of that which 
is causing the ruin of the souls and 
bodies of thousands, and leading directly 
to nineteen-twentieths of the crime, vice, 
and misery of our land! 

What can our Saviour think when He 
sees His professed followers ministering 
to their pride and vanity in the matter 
of dress, conforming themselves to the 
unbelieving world about them, instead 
of listening to Him who has said, “Take 
My yoke upon you and learn of Me, for 
I am meek and lowly in heart?” In these 
homely but most practical matters, let 
us search and try our ways and turn 
again to the Lord. 

Cc. Our Home Life 

The call now comes to us to examine 
our home life, to question ourselves as to 
how we live before our families. In home 
life many will find the secret of past 
failure in holiness. Sins have been toler- 
ated in the home of which we would | 
have been ashamed outside and these | 
have hindered the Lord from blessing us. 
It may be in the form of temper, that 
terrible disturber of domestic peace. 
What misery it has caused! Quarrels be- 
tween husband and wife. hot and angry 
words flung to and fro, accusations and 
recriminations from those who, before | 
God, vowed to love one another. Quarrels 
between mistress and servant; nagging, | 
carping, and scolding, leading to irri- | 
tation and bitterness on the one side, 
and stubborn sullenness on the other. 
Quarrels between brothers and sisters, 
embittering family iife, and destroying 
the peace of the home. 

Or it may be in the form of selfishness 
and thoughtlessness, things that cause 
an amount of pain which those who in- 
flict it never intend. A husband coming | 
home from his work, by snarling and 
growling because dinner is not ready, or 
the house not in order, can pain beyond | 
expression a loving and devoted wife, 
who, because the children have been ill, 
has been kept behind with the house- | 
work. A brother, bursting into the house, 
may, by his boisterous merriment, de-

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stroy the rest of a sleeping child. 

These may seem little things, but 
nothing is really little which offends God. 
Have we been hot tempered, thought- 
less, and selfish in our homes? Then no 
wonder our Christian experience has been 
unsatisfactory. If these things have been 
wrong in our life, let us seek grace to 
put them right. For though they may 
seem small, they are morsels of leaven 
and they defile the house and keep the 
Saviour away. 

D. Our Social Life 

But if we have dealt with God faith- 
fully about our home ways, let us ask 


| Him now to deal with us about our social 


ways. In the practices of society, there 
is much that hinders holiness, and pos- 
sibly in the way in which we have acted 
when in company with our friends may 
be found the secret of our failure as 
Christians. The world is almost as hostile 
to Christ today as it was when the Bible 
was written. It is still true that the 
friendship of the world is enmity with 
God. And society as a whole is thoroughly 
worldly; the spirit of the world reigns 
in it. So our social ways, which are de- 
termined very much by the general 
practice, are likely to be such as are 
displeasing to Christ. 

Christ teaches men to despise wealth; 
society teaches them to worship it. Christ 
says, “Laying aside all lying, speak ye 
every one the truth to his neighbour”; 
society commands us to hide our feelings 
under expressions that are sometimes 
absolutely false. Christ bids us put away 
all evil speaking; society bids us make 
it almost the staple of conversation. 

How the insincerity and hollowness of 
our social life must grieve the Lord Jesus! 
What can He think of our pretended love 
for those whom in our hearts we hate? 
What does He think of our professed 
admiration of those whose gifts we envy 
and of the respect paid to people whom 
in heart we despise? The masking, 
shamming and petty deceit of much of 
our social life must pain Him beyond 
measure. Let us ask Him to reveal to us 
our sin and in this very difficult sphere 
of life, to lead us in His own way. 

E. Our Business Life 

Before closing our examination let us 
search and try our business ways. Some 
may shrink from this and say in their 
heart what some have said openly, that 
a man’s religion ought not to be allowed 
to interfere with his business. But if a 
man’s religion is not allowed to come into 
his business, it is of a kind that is 
scarce worth having. 

In the business ways of many pro- 
fessing Christians is to be found the 
secret of their failure and defeat. Some 


| who read these pages may have to change 
| completely their business life before they 


can be holy. The hindrances may be of 
various kinds. It may be that the business 


itself is a God-dishonoring, soul-destroy- 
ing one, and the moment that is realized 
by the believer, the business must be 
given up at all costs. 

It may be avarice. The business may be 
right, but the money it brings may be 
occupying a wrong place in our heart. 

It may be debt. This is a far more com- 
mon hindrance to holiness than many 
are aware of. Thousands of professing 
Christians have found in the prompt 
payment of debts a door leading to a 
life of new blessing. 

It may be thoughtlessness for the 
comfort of employees, causing pain and 
misery never intended and bringing re- 
proach on the name of Christ. What the 
sins of our business life are, God will 
reveal to us if we humbly ask Him now. 

* * * 

For the present our search is over. But 
what awful discoveries of evil we have 
made, and what an abyss of sinfulness 
we have found within us. In our secret 
life, prayerlessness, unbelief, disobedi- 
ence, evil thoughts, evil imaginations, 
evil desires; in our family life, intemper- 
ance, selfishness, bad temper; in our 
social life, hyprocrisy, envy, jealousy, 
gossip, evil speaking; in our business 
life, overreaching, deceit, avarice, cruelty. 
And beyond all these a heart that is a 
fount of evil, “deceitful above all things. 
and desperately wicked.” No wonder we 
have failed, when we have tolerated so 
much sin in our lives. How the discovery 
of it should humble us! How it should 
make us cry, “God be merciful to us 
sinners!” 


IV. Cleansing from Sin 

But now you ask, what is to be done 
with our sin? First, confess it. Do not try 
to hide it. Do not try to excuse it. Be 
absolutely honest with God about it. 
Then renounce it. Cast it out. 

But you say, that is just what I cannot 
do. Have you learned that? Thank God 
if you have, for to have learned your 
own powerlessness to cleanse yourself is 
to have taken the first step towards 
deliverance. Conscious of your guilt, and 
of your weakness, bring your sins now to 
the Lord Jesus Christ. Yield yourself 
utterly to Him. 

As you kneel before Him, think of 
those priceless words of assurance, “If 
we confess our sins, he is faithful and 
just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness” (I John 
1:9). What you cannot do God can do. 
And He will do it now if you yield your- 
self without reserve to Him. If you put 
yourself into His hand, He, who by His 
holy light has revealed the hidden sin, 
will purge away your dross and take away 
all your alloy (Isa. 1:25).

his own. As he left, his little Scottish 
mother made a remark he was never to 
forget: “Junior, you'll come to the end 
of your rope someday, and when you do, 
look up.

The years that followed brought plenty 
of thrills but no lasting satisfaction: 
amateur boxing and motorcycle racing in 
the ’30s; a short try at flying and speed- 
boat racing in the late ’30s; and finally, 
from 1942 to 1946, the Seabees. 

Discharged from service on Feb. 6, 1946, 
he opened a two-stall garage and along 
with regular jobs, began hopping up 
engines for the race jocks. The money in 
his wallet was a sure sign he was be- 
coming a success. Inside, though, he felt 
defeated, frightened, miserable. At night, 
nightmares haunted him as he again 
relived war experiences—dive bombers, 
ack-ack and screams of dying men. He 
sought refuge in taverns. In four years

he spent about $15,000 on liquor—for 
himself and for cronies. 

Then one day in 1948, Bill Boyle, then 
business manager of the Terre Haute 
baseball club (now business manager of 
Moopy MOonTHLY), stopped at Lucas’ 
garage for repair work. Only a relatively 
new Christian himself, he nonetheless 
recognized a deep need in Lucas’ life. 
Praying for him and witnessing as he 
found excuses to stop by the garage, 
Boyle finally got Lucas to attend church 
with him. Unmoved outwardly by the 
invitation to receive Christ during the 
service, Lucas hung his head as Boyle 
the next day forced the issue, shaming 
him for his disgraceful life, especially 
with his ten-year-old son, Willis III, 
looking on. 

“God can change you, Junior,” Boyle | 
reminded him. “Give yourself to Him; 
believe on Him. John 1:12 says, ‘As many

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to become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on His name.’” 

Deeply convicted, Lucas on June 6, 
1949, drank heavily and then decided to 
end his life. On a coal pile in the base- 
ment of the garage, he prepared to slash 
his wrist with a razor blade. The coal 
would hide the mess, he thought. 

Suddenly, as he twisted his sleeve until 
the blood veins bulged, it seemed as 
though he could hear the voice of his 
mother. His mind’s eye saw her on the 
porch at home, and she was saying, 
“Junior, when you get to the end of your 
rope, look up. God will met you where 
you are.” 

And that verse Boyle had quoted: “As 
many as received Him .. .” His heart 
seemed to beat out the words ... re- 
ceived Him ... received Him .. 

There on the coal pile, as the Holy 
Spirit wrestled with him, Junior Lucas 
sobbed out his need to God and opened 
his heart to the Saviour. In that moment 
the power of Satan was broken in his 
life. Cursing disappeared, then the taste 
for cigarettes and finally the thirst for 
drink. A gentle kindness began to replace 
the harsh ways of the old life. 


+ TuHrovuGH Bill Boyle, God led him to 
share with others the open secret of his 
transformation through Christ. A Bible 
verse showed him it was God’s plan: 
“Let your light so shine before men, that 


they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven” 
(Matt. 5:16). 

Within a 30-month period God used 
Lucas to invite and take more than 400 
to gospel meetings. He paid some of his 
own employees to attend Sunday school 
and church—$1 for Sunday school, $2 if 
they’d stay for church. With money he 
formerly used for liquor and cigarettes, 
he bought tracts and Bibles and passed 
them out freely. God touched many lives 
during this period. 

Down-and-outers of skid row and 
elderly men became a heavy burden on 
Lucas’ heart. At times his garage re- 
sembled a rescue mission as he dealt with 
men. 

“Old Jack Gable was the first soul I 
won to the Lord among the old men,” 
Lucas recalls. “I visited him for 17 weeks 
in a row after picking him up out of the 
gutter. He said he believed in God but 
didn’t believe in Jesus Christ. Finally, 
on the 17th week, he said, ‘I may be 
missing the boat.’ That was on a Friday 
night and Saturday he came to the shop 
and accepted the Lord. He really meant 
business.” 

Lucas helped get the old man into a 
home for the aged, and today he’s one 
of his younger spiritual father’s chief 
prayer partners. “I just pray eight hours 
a day for Junior Lucas to reach old men,” 
old Jack says. As he and others have 


prayed, Lucas has led scores of elderly 
men to Christ. He calls them God’s “old 
sheep,” and claims that God has given 
him the same dream countless times: 
the Lord Himself with an old sheep, tall 
as His hip, with His hand on its back 
“Almost every time that I’ve dreamed 
this dream,” says Lucas, “an old man, 
within a day or so, would come across 
my path, and I would be able to lead him 
to the Lord.” 

More recently, Junior Lucas _ has 
blossomed forth as a preacher-evangelist, 
proclaiming the Word in pulpits as well 
as beside a stripped-down automobile. In 
June of this year he spoke 28 nights and 
reported scores of converts and rededica- 
tions, a total of 58 in one Sunday service. 
He says: “For my meetings I study the 
Word as if it all depends on me, and 
then I let go and preach like it all 
depends on God.” 

Lucas’ son, Willis III, now 21, pastors 
two country churches, and Mrs. Lucas, a 
quiet, soft-spoken woman, remains in 
the background and prays for both. Both 
the son and Mrs. Lucas were saved a 
few years after God met Junior. Though 
God is blessing and prospering the 
garage business, Lucas and his wife try 
to manage on $75 a week, using the 
profits in soul-winning endeavors. 

What spells the difference between 
Junior Lucas and Mr. Average Christian?

HE reprinting of this profound and 

scholarly work by one of the greatest 
Old Testament scholars this country has 
produced is most timely in our day. It 
will confirm the faith of multitudes that 
the Word of God was written when and by 
whom it claims to have been written and 
is thoroughly trustworthy in its entirety. 

The book constitutes a devastating 
reply to the critics, in which by un- 
answerable facts and logic the author 
completely demolishes their speculations 
and arrogant assumption of “assured re- 
sults.” Out of his vast erudition Dr. Wil- 
son is abundantly able to confirm the 
correctness of the geographical and his- 
torical data, names and the linguistic 
peculiarities of the Old. Testament. The 
very points the critics attack are found 
to be the things that more fully support 
the veracity and authority of the Word. 


With seething satire the author ex- 
poses their “palpable blunders,” their 
visits “into the dim regions of conjecture 
and fancy,” their “pure imaginings” and 
“aerial heights of speculation.” 

The work is presented in two main 
parts: the method of investigation and 
the evidence, based on text, grammar, 
vocabulary, history and religion. Dr. 
Young has added valuable notes and re- 
visions based on the recent discoveries of 
texts. Appendixes and a glossary of terms 
have added to the value of the work. 

While the work is in part necessarily of 
a technical nature, it is in large part 
readily understood by the _ ordinary 
reader. Based upon the most profound 
and accurate scholarship the book not 
only confirms our faith but lays bare 
the quibbles and contradictions of the 
critics. 


Letters to the Church 


THE NEW TESTAMENT EPISTLES, by 
Victor E. Hoven (Baker, Grand Rapids, 
161 pages, $3.50) 


RY means of a brief introduction and 
notes on each epistle of the New 
Testament, Victor E. Hoven has given 
the reader a convenient digest of the 


| central themes and teachings of these 
| important writings. The book is free from 


| technical 


matters for, in the author’s 


| words, “the endeavor is simplicity and 
clarity, leading the student to personal 





application and appreciation of the di- 
vine Word, and thus bringing him into 
the very presence of God, there to hear 
Him speak.” 

The order of treatment is similar in 
each case. An introduction to each chap- 
ter includes such items as authorship, 
date, purpose of the epistle. This is fol- 
lowed by the analysis and notes, which 
consist of a basic outline of each book 
accompanied by helpful comments and 
observations on the content of each sec- 
tion of the outline. For convenience the 
arrangement of the books follows that 
of the New Testament rather than a 
chronological scheme. 

The reader will observe that the 
author refers to I Thessalonians as the 
“first book of the New Testament” (p. 
78). This departs from the more usual 
dating of the Epistle of James as the 


earliest (about A.D. 45); Mr. Hoven fol- 
lows the lead of some of the older com- 
mentators who date James about A.D. 
60. 

In his treatment of II Thessalonians 
2:1-16 he states unequivocally that 
“Paul’s descriptive terms [fof “the man 
of sin’’] fit the pope of Rome, and him 
only” (p. 85). With this statement many 
brethren will disagree; wider treatment 
of the point would seem to have been 
in order. 

The Pauline authorship of Hebrews 
is espoused by the writer, apparently 
following McGarvey’s arguments (p. 102). 
One of the internal evidences cited is 
“Paul’s view of the law.” It is question- 
able whether this is a solid type of evi- 
dence for the Pauline authorship; it 
might well be used to argue against it. 
While Paul and the Hebrew epistle are 
complementary, not at odds, Paul re- 
gards the Law as a crushing load, that 
which puts man under the curse, as a 
code of moral ordinances (see especially 
Gal. 3 and Rom. 7), while Hebrews pre- 
sents the Law as a source, though ad- 
mittedly imperfect, of consolation, a 
scheme of provisions for atonement and 
only a shadow of things to come. 

It is possible that a short introduc- 
tory section dealing with epistolary liter- 
ature in general and presenting an over- 
all view of their teachings would be help- 
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ful. Also, a bibliography of the most 
useful books in this area would be wel- 
comed by many readers. Also for a book 
of this nature and of no greater length, 
the price seems somewhat high.

Inter-testament History 


BETWEEN THE TESTAMENTS, by 
Charles F. Pfeiffer (Baker, Grand Rap- 
ids, 132 pages, $2.95) 


This is a history book, suitable both as 
a textbook for students and as a refer- 
ence book for pastors. The volume covers 
a range of nearly six and a half cen- 
turies, from 612 B.C. to A.D. 31, from 
the destruction of Nineveh to the Battle 
of Actium, and embraces the “Persian 
Period” and the “Hellenistic - Period.” 
Included among others are such out- 
standing historical personalities, 
their connection with God’s ancient 
people, as Cyrus, Xerxes, Alexander and 
Antiochus Epiphanes, and such empires 
as those of Persia, Egypt, Greece, Syria 
and Rome. 

The book contains a great many inter- 
esting and important facts pertaining to 
the inter-testament period which are not 
found in the canonical Scriptures. Darius 
in Daniel 6 is identified with Gobryas, 
governor of Elam; Ahasuerus in Esther 
and in Ezra 4:6 with Xerxes, ruler of 
Persia; and Darius the Persian in Nehe- 
miah 12:22 with Darius III of Persia. 
There is a very interesting section on the 
development of the Jewish synagogue 
and another on the origin and growth 
of the Jewish sects: Pharisees, Saddu- 
cees and Essenes.—J. Arthur Springer

Christian Conduct 


PRINCIPLES OF CHRISTIAN ETHICS, 
by C. B. Eavey (Zondervan, Grand 
Rapids, 283 pages, $3.95) 


Essentially, Dr. Eavey deals here with 
the theory of Christian ethics. The dis- 
tinction between Christian ethics and 
general ethics is emphasized and clari- 
fied. A considerable portion is devoted to 
the relationship of the Bible to ethics. 
God is assumed to be as revealed in 
Scripture. The Protestant Reformation 
is declared to have been faulty in that 
humanism played too large a part in its 
development. The philosophies of Greece 
and Rome are seen as contributing to 
Christianity, although not so heavily as 
Jewish thinking. The treatment, however, 
even though the discussion throughout 
is based on Old and New Testaments, is 
more or less a philosophical one. 

Five main problems are taken up and 
discussed in detail, one of which is 
“What is the source of our knowledge of 
the highest good?” Another is “Why does 
man act as he does?” In attempting to 
answer the latter question, the author 
lists nine motives for Christian conduct, 
the first and foremost of which is Christ. 
He says further that conscience is some- 
thing that grows within the Christian 
believer, remarking that “the revelation 
of the law that God makes to man pro- 
vides the basis for the growth of con- 
science.” 

Two observations especially worthy of 
notice are these: ‘“Leanness of soul and 
perception result 


| from wrong choices, whatever be the out- 


ward show,” and “One of Christianity’s 
greatest foes is unethical living on the 
part of Christians.’ Altogether, the 
volume is well worth a careful reading.— 
J. Arthur Springer

the Lord. 

Mrs. Knecht writes out of her own 
experience of having reared a family and 
speaks seriously and frankly on matters 
that should be of great concern to Chris-

THE MIRACLES AND PARABLES OF 
THE OLD TESTAMENT, by a London 
Minister (Baker, Grand Rapids, 427 
pages, $3.95).

This volume contains 
over 100 selections from the writings of 
authors during the earliest period of 
Church history—from the start of the 
Church to the time of St. Augustine. 
The original Greek and Latin texts are 
provided with English translations. 


TIPS ON HOW TO BE TOPS, by Don. 
W. Hillis (Cowman Publications, Inc., 
Los Angeles, 48 pages, paper, 50c). Coun- 
sel to the prospective missionary is given 
in this booklet in the form of a series of 
“Dear Mac” letters. Many practical prob- 
lems are considered and advice given. 
Some items are doubtless matters of 
opinion, but the counsel in general, com- 
ing from an experienced missionary, is 
of great value to those contemplating 
foreign missionary service.

False Prophets—What They Are Like

E have come to the most difficult 
part of II Peter. Seldom does any- 
one ever preach from these verses. 
One of the greatest theological li- 
braries in the United States contains not 
a single sermon from the section of 
Scripture before us. The works of the 
noted expositors of past centuries pass by 
the second half of II Peter 2 in silence. 

Within the compass of this one chap- 
ter are ten graphic descriptions of the 
destiny of the ungodly: Swift destruction 
will be brought upon them, v. 1; their 
judgment and damnation are wide awake 
and waiting, v. 3; angels were cast down 
to hell, the old world was destroyed by 
a flood and Sodom was turned to ashes, 
vv. 4-6; the unjust are reserved for 
judgment and punishment, v. 9; they 
shall utterly perish, v. 12; they shall 
receive the reward of unrighteousness, 
v. 13; for them the mist of darkness is 
reserved forever, v. 17; their latter end 
is tragic, v. 20. 

Here are some of the darkest biblical 

utterances describing false teachers. We 
can hardly avoid using Peter’s own ter- 
minology in preparing our study outline. 
The theme of verses 10 through 22 is 
false teachers. Let us break the passage 
into four parts, as follows: 
False teachers are like brute beasts, in 
their lack of understanding, vv. 10-12; 
false teachers are children of the curse, 
in their fleshly way of living, vv. 13-16; 
false teachers are servants of corruption, 
in their bondage to sin, vv. 17-19; false 
teachers are like dogs and sows, in their 
true character, vv. 20-22. 
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If these divisions do not seem to ex- 
haust the meaning of the text, let us 
remember that the Apostle piles up 
striking phrases in a way that almost 
defies any attempt at logical arrange- 
ment. Let us look first at verses 11 and 
12, where false teachers, in their lack 
of understanding, are likened to brute 
beasts. Why should such a figure be 
used of men, no matter how base? False 
teachers, like animals, know nothing of 
a higher world. They live entirely in the 
realm of their senses. Like animals, false 
teachers are led by natural appetites to a 
trap or a pit where they are caught and 
later put to death. 


+ Evi, speaking, introduced by the 
Apostle in verse 10, is emphasized in 
verses 11 and 12. Peter goes first to the 
higher realm of the angels and then to 
the lower world of beasts. Although 
angels are greater in power and might 
than men, they make no railing accusa- 
tions in the presence of the Lord. We 
have the illustration in Jude 9 of Michael, 
the archangel, who, when opposed by the 
devil himself, dared not accuse him, but 
simply said, “The Lord rebuke thee.” 
There is the Old Testament illustration, 
Zechariah 3:1, 2, where our Lord and 
Satan oppose each other. The astonish- 
ing words are written that “the Lord 
said unto Satan, The Lord rebuke thee, 
O Satan.” 

If angels and the Son of God, knowing 
so much more than we do, refrain from 
making railing accusations against even 
the devil himself, how startling it is to 


find mere men speaking evil of things 
they do not understand! The gulf be- 
tween angels and false teachers is so 
great that it is necessary to liken such 
teachers to beasts who belong below the 
level of human beings. Remember, this 
is not merely the language of Peter; the 
Holy Spirit is speaking through him. Like 
beasts which are taken and destroyed, 
such men must perish. The American 
Standard Version renders this phrase 
literally, “shall in their destroying surely 
be destroyed.” They “bring upon them- 
selves swift destruction” (v. 1). 

The marginal rendering of the last 
phrase of verse 14 gives us the heading 
for the second part of our outline. False 
teachers, in their fleshly ways of living, 
are children of the curse. Children of 
the curse bear the marks of the curse. 
A tragic list of some of these is given, 
beginning with corruption (v. 12) and 
ending with madness (v. 16). 

“They that are drunken, are drunken 
in the night,” (I Thess. 5:7), but here 
are men so lacking in a sense of shame 
that they revel in the daytime. Christ 
will one day present the Church to Him- 
self without spot or blemish (Eph. 5:27), 
but these men are so far from the truth 
that they are spots and blemishes. The 
two words come from a single Greek 
root meaning “to stain, to soil, to con- 
taminate.” 

Verse 14 sounds like a description of 
evil men in our own day who are respon- 
sible for obscene literature on our news- 
stands and seductive theater advertising. 
But this speaks of false teachers within 
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the professing Church! “Having eyes full 
of adultery, and that cannot cease from 
sin, beguiling unstable souls: an heart 
they have exercised with covetous prac- 
tices; children of the curse.” 

Right in the middle of the verse is an 
expression which only a fisherman such 
as Peter would use.“Beguiling” is a Greek 
word meaning “to catch with bait.” False 
teachers, like true servants of Christ, 
are fishers of men, but they try to catch 
the unwary and the unstable for their 
own purposes. 

If we look only at America’s faithful 
gospel-preaching churches, we may well 
wonder at the meaning of such a verse 
as this one. But if we read church his- 
tory. we discover that throughout the 
centuries there have been false teachers, 
spurious apostles who have been known 


| for immorality and departure from the 


Word. Christians who travel in other 
lands know that II Peter 2:14 accurately 
describes the dissolute ecclesiastical lead- 
ership of many communities and coun- 


| tries where the gospel is hated. Only the 


true gospel can preserve religious leaders, 
and those who blindly follow them, from 
sins such as adultery and covetousness. 

Balaam the prophet (vv. 15, 16) was 
a strange man, and we don’t know 
whether he was saved or lost (Num. 22; 
Josh. 13). He was not an Israelite, but 
like Job and Jethro he evidently knew 
the true God. It is perfectly clear that 
God spoke through him on occasion, be- 
cause he gave utterance to the announce- 
ment regarding the Star out of Jacob 
(Num. 24:17) and other true prophecies. 
Let us remember, however, that in New 
Testament days Caiaphas spoke the truth 
of God although he did not know Christ 
(John 11:51). 

In Numbers 22 we read that Balaam 
was told by God not to accompany the 
men sent by Balak, king of Moab, who 
wanted him to curse Israel. He went any- 
how and was met by the angel of the 
Lord, standing with drawn sword in the 
prophet’s path. Even though Balaam’s 
eyes were blinded, his beast of burden 
saw the angel and turned aside. When 


| the prophet smote the animal, the Lord 


opened its mouth and it reprimanded the 
prophet. 

Even a beast was better able to discern 
things in the unseen world than a man 
blinded by covetousness. Balaam’s brutish 
mind had to be taught by an unreasoning 


animal. Not until after the Lord opened 
the donkey’s mouth it is written that 
God opened the eyes of the prophet. 

False teachers, says Peter, have for- 
saken the right way and are gone astray, 
following the way of Balaam, who loved 
the wages of unrighteousness. Does this 
mean that once they travelled in the 
right way before they left it? We cannot 
escape this conclusion, and yet we can’t 
assume that they were children of God 
born of the Spirit. It is clear, from Mat- 
thew 7:13, 14, that being on the broad 
way is not equivalent to being finally 
lost. The broad way leads to destruction 
but it is not destruction. Likewise the 
narrow way leads to life, but it is not 
life itself. Just as one can leave the 
broad way to follow Christ, so one can 
leave the narrow way and go astray like 
Balaam. 


+ In the third part of our outline, we 
notice that false teachers are servants 
of corruption in their bondage to sin 
(vv. 17-19). 

Three striking figures appear in verse 
17. Wells without water seem to offer 
refreshment, but bring disappointment. 
Clouds carried with a tempest may prom- 
ise rain for the parched earth, but they 
are driven away before they fulfill the 
hopes of men. Their destiny is the mist 
of darkness, reserved forever for them. 
Here is a certain progress of thought 
At first, false teachers appear to be wells 
or springs, speaking the truth before 
they dry up. Then they become like dis- 
appearing clouds, offering less and less 
promise of refreshment. Finally they are 
like mists moving on into outer darkness, 
without usefulness in the past or hope 
for the future. 

These three figures are now explained 
In verse 18, false teachers are likened to 
wells or fountains without water, pouring 
forth “great swelling words,” and luring 
thirsty souls. They promise liberty (v. 19) 
as clouds may appear on the horizon 
offering hope of rain, but false teachers 
and clouds alike are controlled by forces 
which keep them from fulfilling their 
promise. The mist of darkness into which 
tempest-driven clouds move finds its 
parallel in the final destiny of such men 
(v. 20). 

Verse 18 describes teachers who con- 
ceal their lack of spiritual power bj 
bombastic speech. In the graphic termi- 
nology of our own day, there are “wind- 
bags” who speak great swelling words of 
vanity. When religious leaders speak so 
appealingly that they win the favorable 
comment of fleshly men of the world, we 
may detect whether or not they are 
false teachers. Notice if they “deny the 
Lord that bought them,” avoiding the 
subject of the blood atonement or even 
speaking against this atonement. Who 
are in danger here? Not well taught stu- 
dents of the Word, but those who have 
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scarcely escaped from the world. 

The promise of liberty mentioned in 
verse 19 is as old as the history of Satan’s 
wiles. In the garden of Eden he promised, 
“ye shall be as gods” (Gen. 3:5). There 
have been sects throughout the history 
of the Church teaching that Christ ac- 
quired for us the liberty to sin. It is 
difficult to find a better word than “anti- 
nomianism” for this heresy. This is the 
false doctrine that since we are saved 
by grace rather than by law, we are free 
to sin. Regarding this perversion of the 
truth, Paul wrote, “What then? Shall 
we sin, because we are not under the law, 
but under grace? God forbid” (Rom. 


| 6:15). 


While false teachers are voicing their 


bombastic promises of liberty, they them- 


selves are servants, or slaves, of corrup- 
tion, by which the Apostle means those 
sins and vices which end in perdition. 
Such enslavement may not be openly 
apparent in the life of every false 
teacher, but the God whose Book we are 
studying knows the heart, and He says 
this is true. “Whosoever committeth sin 
is the servant of sin” (John 8:34). 


+ Our final division begins with verse 20. 


| False teachers, in their true character, 
are like dogs and sows. 


Again we are 
faced with the question, Were the false 
teachers of whom Peter writes ever 
children of God? It is clear that they 
had “escaped the pollutions of the world 
through the knowledge of the Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ.” However, we learn 
that an intellectual knowledge of the 
truth does not necessarily mean a heart 
knowledge of the truth. Hebrews 10:36, 
37 speaks of the certain judgment of 
those who sin wilfully after receiving the 
knowledge of the truth. I John 5:18 
states, “We know that whosoever is 


| born of God sinneth not.” or literally, 


“doth not practice (wilful) sin.” 
These things cannot be said of false 
teachers, no matter how great their 
knowledge of the truth may once have 
been. It is possible to knew the plan of 
salvation and yet be lost. Cain believed 
in God, even brought God a sacrifice, but 
was “of that wicked one” (I John 3:12). 
Men are to be condemned “because they 
received not the love of the truth, that 
they might be saved”’ (II Thess. 2:10, 12). 
What about the expression, “having 
escaped the pollutions of the world?” 
There is a practical deliverance, not by 
conversion, but through the outward 
knowledge of Christ and His teaching. 
Christianity has certainly delivered our 
nation from the pollutions familiar to 
other places in the world. The world has 
benefited morally, civily and socially from 
the light found in the Word of God and 
from the effects of Christianity. In our 
own country we were blessed with an 
educational system based on the stand- 
ards set forth in the Scriptures. To turn, 


as many have during recent years, to 
the foolish position that there are no 
objective moral standards and to adopt 
anti-scriptural principles of self-expres- 
sion or lawlessness is to demonstrate that 
Peter was a true prophet. 

A divine principle is enunciated in 
verse 21. It is better not to have known 
the way of righteousness than to know 
it and turn away from it. Balaam would 
have been better off never to have known 
the right way than to know it and go 
astray for love of money. It would have 
been better for Judas had he never been 
born (Matt. 26:24) than to turn away 
from his knowledge of Christ. Some day, 
all false teachers will demonstrate the 
truth of Peter’s words. It were better 
that they had never known the way to 
heaven than to turn away from it after 
having known it. 

Just as this passage began by likening 
false teachers to natural brute beasts 
(v. 12), so it ends with another such 
comparison. They are not as true sheep 
who can say, “The Lord is my Shepherd,” 
for their natures have never been 
changed. They have remained dogs and 
sows, two figures used in the Bible of 
animals unclean in the sight of God. 
This double figure is not a pretty one, 
but God does not propose to please men 
with nice language. Rather, He warns 
them of destruction. 

The first simile is taken from Proverbs 
26:11, the second from popular tradition 
and common knowledge of the nature 
of swine. Take a sheep to the mire and 
it will try to get away, but a sow by 
nature likes to wallow in mud. It can 
be cleaned up but it will go back to what 
it has always wanted to do. False teach- 
ers May escape pollution for a time with 
a knowledge of the truth of God, but they 
will ultimately demonstrate their true 
nature by going back again to their 
wallowing in the mire and filth of sin.

But what 
is most loved will finally predominate in 
the life, and John was beheaded. The 
man whose aim in life is to please God 
will love God’s precepts and hate all

ITH all the talk about youth these 
days,” a friend told me recently, 
“T feel like I’m getting an inferiority 
complex!” 

“Let’s face it,” I told him. “Maybe 
you’re just inferior.

Okay, time passes, 
and makes us six-B: bald, bifocals, 
bridgework, bulges, bunions and bicar- 
bonate. It does seem to me, nevertheless, 
that some one should clue the kids in on 
things they could do that would make it 
a lot easier to get along with parents.”

+ my friend went on, “For one thing, it 
would help a great deal if young people 
would simply be frank and honest with 
their parents all the time. They can be 
brutally frank on some occasions and 
painfully devious on others. Now, I'll 
admit this is easier said than done. By 
the time she is sixteen, the average girl 
has learned that in dealing with her 
parents certain methods work better 
than others. Something like, ‘Papa, I 
love you—you are the most wonderful, 
thoughtful, understanding father in all 
the world .. . could I have a dollar?’ Or 
listen to this teenage boy: ‘Dad, you 
always seem to be successful in every- 
thing you do. Now tell me, do you think 
I should keep on using this old bass 
plug that never caught anything, or 
would I do better with one of those new 
injured minnows?’ or, ‘Dad, Prof Smith 
is taking a bunch of us for an outing to 
McGillicuddy’s Beach Saturday. I know

you don’t like to have me ride with some 
of those wild drivers—do you think I 
could take our car?’ 

“Believe me, kids would get a great 
deal further with their parents if they 
would simply level with them. The pro- 
cedure might yield a higher percentage 
of fast ‘no’ responses, but it would also 
evoke more appreciative ‘yeses’ and a lot 
fewer domestic hassles. Level—like where 
you're going, who you're with, what will 
it cost and when you can be expected 
home—and do it willingly, without cross- 
examination! 

“Of course, any right-thinking parent 
believes it to be his God-given privilege 
and duty to look out for and to provide 
for his children. At the same time, it 
would encourage parents if occasionally 
Junior would get into the act—something 
more, say, than helping decide where to 
spend vacation days or how to invest 
the Christmas bonus.” 
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My friend paused for breath and then 
continued. “A newspaper editorial the 
other day, evidently written in some heat 
pointed up this problem. Young people 
are always complaining that they have 


nothing to do, the writer said. Let them 
just look around and they’ll see plenty 


to do: Wash the car, mow the lawn, put 
up the screens, walk the dog, do the 
homework, vacuum the rug, get a job 
help with the family finances, lift the 
load a little. Father is getting to be a 
tired-looking, weekend handy man, he 
complained. 

“T don’t say that’s the whole story 
But I do say it would make for far 
happier homes if young people would 
pitch in and carry their share of the 
work-load willingly, without having to be 
threatened or cajoled into it. Oh, I know 


| that some teenagers don’t fit in this class, 





but the exceptions are hard to find.” 


+ CHRISTIAN parents often wish their 
teenagers were as kind and considerate 
at home as they are in public. Faithful 
pastors and Sunday school teachers and 
Bible club leaders being what they are, 
the importance of living one’s testimony 
in school and on the job is constantly 
being pointed out to the kids. 

“What they often forget, however, is 
that there is a testimony to be given 
in their own home. Public words seldom 
have real effectiveness if they are not 
backed by private consistent living. 

“A little action says a lot. Let’s take 
John reading or looking at TV. Mother 
comes into the room and says, ‘John, 
would you carry out the trash, please?’ 

“Here’s his chance. He can either glare, 


| heave a sigh and move with what is 


termed in legal circles ‘all deliberate 
speed’ toward his task, or he can smile, 


| say ‘okay!’ and get at it. 


“The first way he took all the joy— 
Christian joy, the sense of doing the 
right thing for the sake of doing the 
right thing—all the joy out of it. The 
other way he put a sense of Christian 
rightness into an action that, by itself, 
had no religious significance. 

“I wish kids would pray for their par- 
ents some times—aside, that is, from say- 
ing ‘God bless Dad and Mother, etc.’ 


| when they say their bed-time prayers. 
| If they think their folks have a need, 
| why not pray about it and let God use 
'them in supplying that need? Bible 


verses learned by the hundreds can never, 
by themselves, take the place of a sincere 
effort to make just one verse work 
here at home. 

“Don’t get me wrong,” he said as he 
left me. “I think we have the finest 
generation of teenagers in the history. 
certainly of our country, if not in the 
world. And I’m going to do all I can 
to help them to be successful in life. Just 
tell them a little cooperation from them 
would make the job a lot easier!” ENpD

How Can | Know? 


Hi there! 

Did you ever say to yourself, “I wonder 
what God really wants me to do?” You 
hear other Christians talk about “doing 
the will of God,” and you ask, “How do 
they know?” And you’re puzzled about it 
all. 

Here’s a girl, a high school grad, who 
works like everything to pay her college 
expenses for a year. And here’s another 
Christian gal who boldly starts out on a 
higher education with hardly enough 
funds to pay her first tuition’s install- 
ment. Which way is the Lord’s way? 

You see one fellow spend his entire 
summer at a young people’s camp, lead- 
ing kids to a richer experience with the 
Lord. Another very earnest Christian 
young fellow idles most of the summer 
soaking up sun and water at the beach. 
Is the first one in the Lord’s will, and 
the second one not? 

Take the testimonies of the two men 
published on page 24 of this issue (I hope 
you read both of them). One man says, 
“God told me to go to the mission field,” 
and the other says, “God told me to stay 
at home.” Does that mean our whole 
missionary approach is at stake? Are 
these men in sharp disagreement? Which 
one is right? What is the Lord’s leading? 

On the surface these may seem to be 
perplexing questions. But there are some 
rules you can rely upon in discovering 
the will of God for your life. One you 
can nail down right away is this: God 
may have different plans for different 
people. And you can’t always say, “This 
way is the right way and there is no 
other.” 

George Muller never asked anyone for 
a penny to run his orphanage—that is, 
anybody but God. And God supplied 
every need, even though things got 
pretty rough at times. On the other 
hand, Dwight L. Moody made no bones 
about pleading with others to support 
the work of God, and his work still 
stands, a monument to God’s glory. 

Once in the middle of my school years 
a man advised me to leave school, go 
back home, and take up my trade again. 
That would have been the greatest mis- 
take of my life. The man was an author- 
ity on the spiritual life, and the head 
of a large seminary. But he didn’t know 
me. Only God knew me, and He kept me 
on course. His leading is always a per- 

sonal thing. 

There’s another rule you can lay down. 
God’s leading is never contrary to His 
Word. He does not speak, as the Indians 
used to say, with a “forked tongue.” His 
voice is one, and all three Persons is the 
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Godhead speak the same language. In 
seeking the will of God, search the Word, 
and never rest until you are moving in 
parallel with the great principles there 
laid down. 

Also make certain it is His will you 





are following and not your own. This is | 
the trickiest hazard of all. There’s no | 
deceiver so subtle as your own self, ex- 

cept Satan. Body, soul and spirit must 

be yielded to Him. Only to the surren- 

dered heart is the mystery of the will 

of God ever revealed. 

' Don’t be afraid of counseling with 

others. You are not alone in your bat- 
tle. Many a Christian has faced the same 
hard decision you are up against, and 

can tell you how God delivered him from 

the lion and the sword. You are not com- 

pelled to follow human counsel, but can 

do no better than to listen to human 

counsel, weigh the issues, and get another 

perspective on your problem. 

Remember that circumstances do 
sometimes alter cases—though not as 
much or as often as some people think 
It is my personal belief that where Chris- 
tians are concerned, circumstances ought 
to play a minor rather than a major 
role. For God can change circumstances 
in the twinkling of an eye—and often 
does. However, it is often better to wait 
until He does. 

If an immediate decision is forced 
upon you, and the circumstances are | 
completely contradictory to what you 
strongly feel to be the leading of the 
Lord, go through whatever the circum- 
stances. The glory and the miracle 
would never have come into the history 
of the Christian church had God's peo- 
ple always taken circumstances into ac- 
count. Sometimes we must charge up 
boldly to the obstacle before us, until at 
the very last step—suddenly and miracu- 
lously—the door swings open before your 
eyes—just like those automatic doors 
they have on today’s supermarket! 

The two Christian girls we spoke of 
at the beginning were not necessarily in | 
disagreement. Nor were the two fellows. 
And the two men who wrote their testi- 
mony to God’s leading would be first to 
concede that God leads different people 
in different ways, in order to fulfill His 
all-gracious will. As for yourself, only 
see that you seek His leading with an 
honest heart, and you will know His will 
beyond any doubt, though the whole 
world may disagree. “And thine ears shall 
hear a word behind thee, saying, This is 
the way, walk ye in it, when ye turn to 
the right hand, and when ye turn to the 
left” (Isa. 30:21). AC. |

I was saved two years ago, but the girl 
I fell in love with three years ago is 
not a Christian. I love her, but she 
doesn’t believe the things I say about 
Christ and salvation. What should I do? 


There are two methods of arriving at 
the condition called love. A person may 
“fall in love,” or he may “grow in love.” 
The first method is dangerous although, 
sad to say, widely practiced among 
Christian young people. 

Think of the word “fall” as we use it 
in our everyday language. It means to 
trip, stumble or sprawl, often bringing 
injury. Now apply this meaning to “fall- 
ing in love.” The implication is to trip, 
stumble or sprawl into one of the most 
important experiences in life. Do you 
believe a Christian should use this ap- 
proach? 

Yet, you say you “fell in love” with 
this gir] before you were a Christian, 
indicating a condition not controlled by 
the Lord. You have continued with this 
girl although you were saved two years 
ago, so it follows you are still in this 
“fallen” condition. From what you say, 
you have witnessed to her concerning 
your relationship to Christ. She rejects 
your testimony. The result of your falling 
in love hurts, doesn’t it? Depend on it, if 
you continue this relationship, the in- 
jury will cripple your entire spiritual 
life. 

Listen to the Lord’s question: “Can 
two walk together, except they be 
agreed?” (Amos 3:2). The answer is no. 
You can stumble through life with this 
girl, but your relationship will not be 
blessed of the Lord. Therefore the Lord 
commands you to separate. The principle 
laid down in II Corinthians 6:14, “Be ye 
not unequally yoked together with un- 
believers,” certainly can be applied here. 

Depend on this, the Lord has given 
you a capacity for love, a capacity He 
desires to have fulfilled in your life. He 
wants you to enjoy it, and remember, 
the Lord wants to enjoy it also. Make 
sure your next adventure in love is one 


of growth, not of falling. Choose the gir] 
carefully and prayerfully on the basis of 
her relationship to Christ. Then, and 
only then, can He approve your love life 


I’ve just become a Christian, but my 
family goes to a church that doesn’t 
preach the gospel. Should I leave this 
church, against my parents’ wishes, and 
go to a Bible-believing church? 


As long as you place your feet under 
your parents’ table three times a day for 
your food; as long as you sleep in the bed 
they provide at night; and as long as you 
wear the clothes they purchase, you are 
to be, according to the Lord, under their 
government. Yes, even to going to the 
church of their choice. 

This does not mean, however, to aban- 
don the idea of attending the funda- 
mental church of your choice. The first 
step in your plan to arrive at this desire 
must begin in your life at home. You 
should be radiantly joyful. You should 
exercise great love, tenderness and affec- 
tion toward your parents. Patiently ap- 
proach your parents, not only with the 
idea of your own attendance at another 
church, but since your parents apparently 
need the Lord, you should invite them 
and encourage them to go along with 
you some Sunday evening. 

You may say, “In the meantime, how 
will I get my spiritual food, for my par- 
ents’ church has a pastor who does not 
place Christ in His rightful position as 
Lord and Saviour?” First of all, you have 
your Bible. You can feed yourself by 
conscientiously reading it. Then notice 
the advertisements in this magazine each 
month, and you will find hosts of excel- 
lent books easily purchased through the 
mail. In this way your spiritual life will 
develop in direct proportion to your 
earnestness in studying. 

Then, of course, pray for your parents. 
Prayer is instrumental in changing 
things; it cam even change them. We 
wouldn’t be surprised to hear before long 
that you are all going to a Bible-believing 
church. 


I’m a new Christian, but my parents 
are unsaved. I want to win them but find 
myself arguing when I talk to them about 
the Lord. How much should I witness to 
them, and how much should I listen to 
their counsel? 


It is often difficult for a Christian to 
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witness to his unsaved parents. There 
is only one way to go about it. First, 
remember that your folks know you 


thoroughly; they know your weaknesses 
and faults. In all likelihood they point 
these out to you from time to time. 

If you are sincere about leading your 
parents to Christ you first must submit 
vourself to Him completely. This sub- 
mission will alter your entire life. The 
old faults and weaknesses, so aggravating 
to your family, will disappear. 

Your parents will notice the change 
in time. Then, and only then, can your 
verbal testimony be effective. If they see 
that Christ made the difference, they 
will listen to your testimony. It will take 
much prayer and effort, but what greater

HE switchboard operators at KGW-TV 
Ts Portland, Ore., were swamped re- 

cently by a five-hour tidal wave of 
telephone calls. Had some rock ’n’ roll 
star offered his autographed picture to 
each caller? No, it was the spontaneous 
response by viewers calling to register 
their vote for one of two teenaged con- 
testants on a weekly program called 
Teenarama. 

Teenarama is produced by the Port- 
land Youth For Christ under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Winfield C. Arn. 

For forty weeks the program has been 
aired at 2:30 Sunday afternoon over 
KGW-TV, a top station in the area. The 
program is for and about youth, featur- 
ing vocal and instrumental music, a 
youth choir and a Bible quiz for local 
high schoolers. In addition there is a 
weekly special feature on topics such as 
Christians and dates, obscene literature, 
cars—custom car and hot rods, teens at 
Christmas, parent-teenage relationship, 
juvenile delinquency and sports.

Specialize in Versatility!

our request for suggestions with re- 
Tome to what you might specialize in 

by way of preparation for the mission 
field has started me thinking. What I 
am going to write may not be exactly the 
type of answer you expected. I hope it 
will help you see a bit more of what is 
required in a missionary. It also throws 
light on the question that started our 
correspondence; namely, is training ever 
wasted on the mission field? 

We live in a day of specialization. 
Missions too are finding that they need 
specialists of various kinds. Yet, in a 
meeting of leaders of some twenty or 
thirty missions, where the subject of dis- 
cussion was the qualifications and stand- 
ards for missionary candidates, a man 
widely recognized for his missionary 
acumen and statesmanship said that the 
type of candidate needed was the one 
who could fit in anywhere. 

For lack of a better word let us say, 
then, that “versatility” is something 
every missionary needs. 


+ Let me illustrate what I mean. The 
average missionary in the course of a 
few years on the field may be called on 
to do a much greater variety of tasks 
than the Christian worker at home. The 
following is but a partial list of the 
assignments given and the jobs which 
needed to be done by one of our men 
during the past twelve years. I’ll simply 
list them in the order they come to 
mind. 

Learn two new languages adequately 
enough to carry on difficult diplomatic 
affairs. 

Prepare textbooks, conduct individual 
and group instruction. 

Provide first aid for cases ranging from 
tropical ulcers to advanced tuberculosis. 

Build a house and make some of the 
furniture, repair shoes and grow a 
garden. 

Operate a short-wave radio outfit, re- 
pair phonographs and sewing machines. 

Become a book salesman to get out 
the Scripture portions in print. 

Adapt the music of some of our well 
known hymns to a tonal language. 

Learn to use a machete knife and an 
ax for dozens of practical purposes. 
Saddle a horse and load a pack animal. 
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Clean and repair lamps and kerosene 
stoves. 

Find ways of isolating food from mice, 
rats, and ants. 

Cook meals for himself or for a group. 

Run a business meeting according to 
parliamentary rules of order, make de- 
cisions involving assignment of people 
to tasks as partners as well as to assign 
workers to new fields, be arbitrator in 
settling personal differences between 
workers. 

Give missionary talks to audiences 
ranging from seminary and Bible schools 
in the U.S.A. to primary classes in Sun- 
day schools, give technical talks and 
write scientific papers on his language 
work for such groups as the Linguistic 
Society of America and the anthropology 
club of a large state University. 

Plan and be master of ceremonies for 
an evening’s entertainment for an am- 
bassador, pay social and business visits 
to cabinet ministers as well as humble 
Indians. Act as guide to a group of 
American evangelists touring mission 
fields. 

Help get a man out of jail. 


+ SEE what I mean by versatility, Bob? 
Movements of personnel to meet the 
needs of the work, sickness of key peo- 
ple, furlough times, expanding demands 
of a growing, pioneering work—all these 
situations can be met much more easily 
if a mission has in its ranks a good 
number of readily adaptable people. 
Training isn’t wasted out here. Missions 
and missionary administrators thank 
God for it. The individual workers wish 
they had more. 

Yet one cannot anticipate all the 
possible needs before coming, nor can 
one hope to be a specialist in all lines. 
That is partly why some mission fields 
can use specialists. But even the spe- 
cialist out here must be versatile. Even 
within the field of his speciality he must 
be able to adapt to dozens of situations 
quite different from those at home. 

A specialist can be a liability too. For 
personal or vocational reasons he may 
not work out successfully in the par- 
ticular job for which he has been brought 
to the field. He must either be sent home 
or put on some other job for which he 


is not qualified and where he may be 
quite discontented. 

The first alternative is not as easy as 
it sounds, not when workers are as scarce 
as they are, when difficulties of getting 
new workers into the country are quite 
formidable, and when one considers the 
language-learning years already invested 
and which must be repeated if another 
is brought in his place. A mission is in 
some senses like a football team, Bob, 
where in an emergency man may be 
called on to play any position. That’s 
where all-round versatility counts and 
is desperately needed. 

One can do something toward de- 
veloping a basic attitude even while at 
home which makes for greater versatility 
later on the field. What is required is a 
willingness to tackle new things and to 
do them to the very best of your ability. 
even though you do not feel qualified. 

Don’t hold back or refuse to do a job 
for which no one else seems available 
and which desperately needs doing. You 
will learn a lot in doing it. There may 
be others around who could do the job 
better but are either otherwise engaged 
or unwilling. Get all the help and advice 
you can. Be teachable. Be a learner. Such 
experience, I believe, prepares one to 
tackle still other new tasks later on. 

Where it really pays off too, Bob, is 
in this business of “being all things to 
all men,” that you may “by all means 
win some.” The worker with such a basic 
attitude, plus as much diversified experi- 
ence as possible, can serve his fellow 
workers, evangelize the lost, and meet 
his own needs—thus faithfully portraying 
the Saviour who came “not to be minis- 
tered unto but to minister.” 

Versatility, then, includes many in- 
gredients, not least of which are a will- 
ingness to tackle anything, even the 
distasteful, and a willingness to be a 
failure trying, rather than a self-justified 
slacker not trying. 

Seek to develop along these lines, Bob. 
Such training will be invaluable out here. 
You will have plenty of opportunity of 
using all you know, and then by God's 
grace and help you'll go on from there 
to do what needs to be done. This is 


what I mean by missionary “versatility.”

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What Does the Bible Say ? 


TRUE OR FALSE?

eo you are enjoying our monthly

This month we are going to look at 
one of Satan’s favorite ways of spoiling 
God’s work. We will see the way Satan 
delights in spreading false teaching 
among God’s people, making them forget 
the true Word of God. 

No one will be fooled if Satan comes 
along with horns and a spiked tail! No, 
he will always try, if possible, to work 
through Christians to bring in his false 
ideas. 

We are going to turn once again to 
the Scriptures, and we shall see that 
this has always been his method of work- 
ing. We must beware in our own day of 
being duped by him. 

See, for example, how God’s servant, 
Micaiah, was opposed by all the official 
preachers of his day. You will find the 
story in I Kings 22. I presume you have 
read it at some time or other. What was 
Micaiah’s motto in verse 14? It is a good 
watchword for any preacher to take for 
himself. Micaiah wanted to know God’s 
Word and to declare it. 

But he was not the only preacher 
(prophet) in Israel. Verse 6 tells you how 
many more there were. Judgment was 
going to fall on King Ahab; he was about 
to fall in battle at Ramoth-Gilead. Did 
these prophets warn him about it, or did 
they lead him astray (v. 6)? 

Now there is no doubt that these 
men thought that they were preaching 
the truth; but in fact it was not God’s 
Word. Should Ahab have believed them? 
He took their side because they said 
pleasant and flattering things about him. 
Perhaps we should be careful when we 
listen to a preacher we enjoy, lest he 
should be leading us astray by not chal- 
lenging us. 

You see in I Kings 22 the case of a 
preacher separating himself from his 
fellows because he believed their message 
to be fundamentally wrong. The Spirit of 
God was undoubtedly guiding him; but 
what kind of spirit was in the other 
preacher (v. 22)? John 8:44 will tell you 
who the lying spirit is. 


+ Let’s take stock. Who is the spirit in 
false teachers? Do these teachers gen- 
erally flatter their hearers or challenge 
them with the truth? Consequently, are 
they popular or unpopular? 


Now we will see the same danger from 
false teachers in the New Testament. In 
Acts 20:29-31, Paul is talking to the 
elders or presbyters of the church in 
Ephesus. He is leaving them and is anx- 
ious lest they should be led astray in 
the future by unworthy leaders. See what 
warnings he gives. 

What is going to happen after his de- 
parting (v. 29)? What does he call the 
teachers of wrong doctrine? Why do you 
think he describes them like this? Evi- 
dently the young Christians are going to 
be “easy meat”! 

Where are these men going to come 
from? See the next verse. Are they to 
come from outside the church or will 
they arise inside it? Remember that the 
people he was speaking to were leaders 
in the church. Paul says that Satan will 
get in through the leaders themselves. 
What does the end of verse 30 say the 
false men will succeed in doing? 

These are terrible verses when you 
realize how successful Satan must be in 
infiltrating the leadership of God's 
Church with his denials of God’s true 
Word. How careful we need to be that 
we are not among the disciples who are 
drawn away. You will notice in verse 
32 that knowing God’s Word is one of 
the ways we can make sure of being in 
the true path. We cannot go wrong if 
we test everything by the Bible. 


+ Wuat do you think of Christ’s words 
about false prophets in Matthew 7:13-15? 
You can surely see that the warning is 
a very serious one; there is obviously 
great danger. How many people, accord- 
ing to verse 14, find the true way to 
eternal life? It is not a popular way, you 
see, and that means that preachers who 
preach it faithfully will not be popular 
either. 

How would you describe the way that 
leads to destruction (v. 13)? How many 
people go that way? Will there be much 
company on that road? This reminds us 
of the 400 false prophets we read about 
in I Kings 22. 

Because of all this, what warning does 
Christ give in verse 15? What are we to 
do? What do the men involved appear 
to be? Do they seem to be members of 
the flock? What are they really? 


+ So far we have seen that serious 
warnings are given in the Scriptures 
against teachers of error; but we have 
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not yet considered what specific errors 
we may expect. We saw last month that 
we must not separate from other Chris- 
tians on minor issues. For example, see 
Romans 14:5. What matter is mentioned 


here on which every Christian has a 
right to his own opinion? 

But let us see what matters Paul 
considered important enough to cause 
division and about which to enter into 
argument. We will look at two things in 
particular. 

1. Any denial of justification by faith. 
The Epistle to the Galatians was written 
by Paul as a kind of pamphlet opposing 


certain men who were denying that | 


justification (salvation) was by faith in 
Christ alone. 

See how easily the Galatians had been 
led astray by these men (1:6, 7). Had 
they quickly fallen away from the truth 
or had it taken a long time (v. 6)? What 
did the troublesome people do (v. 7)? 
Now see the next two verses. What is 
Paul’s attitude toward these perverters of 
the gospel? What does he say should 
happen to them? He does not say they 
have a right to their opinions, but he 
takes a definite stand against them. 

The men in question denied that one 
could be saved simply by believing in the 
Lord Jesus Christ and nothing else 


(2:16). What does Paul say a man is not | 
justified by? You see, the men said that | 


certain works of one’s own were essential 
for salvation. What does Paul answer 


that we are saved by? This indicates that | 


if a minister does not preach salvation 
through faith in Christ, he should be 
opposed or won over to the truth. 

2. Any denial of the deity of Christ. 
Paul wrote the Epistle to the Colossians 
in order to oppose men who were denying 
the unique deity of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
saying that He was no more than a very 
great and highly privileged man. They 
denied that He was God come in the 
flesh. 

Look at Colossians 1:15-17 to see what 
Paul says about Christ. What is He 
called in verse 15, and what does it 
mean? “The firstborn” means the one 
with unique privileges of sonship. What 
does verse 16 say Christ did? What is 
said about His existence in verse 17? 
What dwells in Christ according to verse 
19? Paul says the most wonderful things 
he knows about the Lord Jesus. 

So, when the full deity of Christ is 
set in doubt, Paul takes a firm stand 
and opposes those who are causing the 
trouble. This is another good example 
of the kind of basic gospel truth for 
which we must always contend. 

One concluding word. What we do in 
any particular circumstance must always 
be decided through dependence on the 
Spirit of God. Love and humility are 
always essential. Pray that God will lead 
you clearly at all times. END
